PREFACE 


TO THE 


READER. 


H E French Book out of which 
moſt of the following Matters 
relating to the Deſcription and 

Government of the Royal Hoſpital of 
the Invalids near Paris are taken, being 
a Book of Price, and very Scarce, was 
Publiſhed at Paris in a large Folio, 
with many curious Copper Cuts of the 
Plans, Profils and Elevations of the 
whole Building sn general, and of the 
ſeveral Apartments in particular in 
the Tear 168}, at which time the num- 
ter of diſabled and Wounded Officers 


and 
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and Soldiers did not much exceed Two 
thouſand ; and therefyre the Reader is 
deſired to take notice, that the Vecono- 
mical Obſervations, as t6 the Proviſi- 
ons ard daily Expences of the Houſe in- 
ſiſted upon at large in the ſecond part of 
this Book, are calculated for that Num: 


ber ;chut ſince that time, eſpecially 
we eſe laſt four or five years, the 
Compliment of the Invalids Lod:ed and 


Entertain 'd there, is about double that 
Number ; the firſt de/ſngn being to make 
zt capable of holding about Five thou- 
ſand men in all, comprehending Milt- 
tary and Civil Officers, Soldiers, and 
Menial Servants. 

Iz the firſtConſtitution of this Houſe, 
it was intended for Strangers, as well 
as for the FrenchKjng's Swbjects,there 
being no Exception apainſt Engliſh, 
Germans, Italians, Spaniards, Turk 
or Moor ; Whether Chriſtian or Jew, 
Papiſt, Proteſtant or Mahometan ; E- 
vryBoay had the liberty and privileage 
openly to profeſs and own his Religion : 
In fine, all were Welcome)wio either 
were old Soldiers, or diſabled in the 
Wars, 
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Wars, and in the Kjng's Service, thy 
they ſerved bit a day. But now it is 
quite otherwiſe, as to Liberty of Re- 


. ligion, there being none admitted ſince 


the open and violent Invaſion that was 
made upon the EdiCt of Nantes in the 
gear 1684. but ſuch as are Roman Cas» 
tholicks ; for when tha! Book was writ, 
there were ſeveral Proteſtant Invalids 
in the Houſe,both Officers and Soldiers ; 
for in An. 1682. there were about 
Eighty Soldiers, and Fonr Officers, all 
Proteſtants, one of thoſe laſt by turns, 
leading twenty or thirty Soldiers every 
Sunday to Charenton to Sermon, and 
bringing them back in good Order and 
Diſcipline But upon the general perſe- 
eution raiſed againſt the Proteſtants in 
France, many of them mere forced to 

change their Religion, or to quit the 
Place; and as the Vianuſcript Relation 

of the Government of the Invalids, 
which] owe the communication of to the 
Favour and Kjnaneſs of the M.R. F. 

I. G. The A.B. of C. ſays, that all the 

five Engliſh that were then in the 
Houſe ,chang'd their Religion as uy 

id; 
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did ; and that it was obſerved, that not 


one of the Twenty Scotch Soldiers did 


turn, tho all endeavours were nſed to 
make them dit by the Miſſzonary Prieſts, 
but on the contrary, they became private 
Preachers to once anotheruntil the gene* 
ral Storm raiſcd azainſt the Proteſtants 
all the Kingdom over,forc'd them away, 
ſince the Miſſionaries diſpaired of doing 
any good upon them, in order to 
their becomina Roman Catholicks ; 
and that of about a hunared Iriſh 
that were then in the Honſe, my Manu: 
fſeript Author ſays, there was hard- 
ly any one but ſeemed to be born 
with a Pope in his Bell. 

How nnjuſtifiable and barbarous ſo- 
ever the French King's proceedings 
have been againſt his Proteſtant 
Subjets, and arbitrary towards the 
reſt, yet we muit needs acknowledge 
that his care to provide for the wants 
and necelſities of his diſabled and 
Wounded Soldiers, by raiſing ſo maz- 
nificent a Building as the Hoſpital of 
the Tavalids, and by ſettling ſuch 
Funas upon it for the Enmtertain- 

ment 
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ment of near five thouſand perſons, 
is a thing worthy of no ſmall com- 
mendation ; neither is the Fabrick, 
nor the Revenues belonging to it that 
which in my humble opinion deſerves 
Praiſe and our Imitation moſt ; but that 
admirable Order, ' Diſcipline, and good 
Occonrmy that is eſtabliſh'd and pratti- 
ſed there ; What is more ſurprizing 
thantoſee ſogreat a Number of Men,of 
different Countries and Humours, uſed 
to all the Licenciouſneſs and Diſſolute- 
neſs of a Military Life, ſo Reformed 
in their Behaviour and Morals, as to 
become the ſobereſt, civilleſt, modeſteſt 
and the moſt Induſtrious men in the 
whole Nation ? tolive ina Society un- 
der thoſe rules of good Diſcipline and 
Order , without noiſe , quarrelling, 
gaming, drioking , cheating , ſteal- 
ing, giving il] Language, Whore- 
ing, Swearing, or any ſuch Irregula- 
rities ? to be punttual obſervers of all 
cclefiaſtick aud Military Duties 
requir}d of them, and diligent in the 
E xcefciſe of thoſe Manufattures and 


that are ſet up and enrouraged 
a in 
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in the Houſe, by which all manner of 
Idleneſs and Lazineſs 1s baniſhed from 
among ft them ? Neither is the Conſti- 
iution of this Hoſpital leſs deſerving 
our Commenaation in what relates tc 
the Duties and Verformances of the Ci- 
wil Officers belonging to it, where we 
{fall fee all thoſe Prudential and moſt 
Effeitual methods ſet down and obſer- 
wed to hinder all manner of Corrup 

tion, Bribery, or ab»ſes, from getting 
in amona ft them ia the Adminiſtration 
of the Government andOeconomy of the 
Houſe ; and as the care that #s taken to 
prevent Irreaularities of that Natures 
very Remarkable , ſo is the Succeſs 
of it wery conſpicuous ; for hitherto 
none of them has been talked of, nr ſo 
much as laboured under the ſuſpicion of 
Bribery or Connivence, at the frauds 
cr abuſes that Trageſmen they have 
to do with about the Proviſions of the 
Houſe, may happen to commit, when 
there is 4 good underſtanding betwixt 
the Officers and them. Neither ts 
there money or preſents given to obt ain 


the favour of therr cuſtom in ſerving 
the 
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the Houſe, nor gratifications to Offi- 
cers or Servants from Bakers, lut- 
chers, Corn or Wine-Vierchants, But- 
lers, Taylors, or Purveyors, who fur- 
niſh th: Honſe with Goods, either for 
uſe or Conſumption, ſo as xot to be 
ftrii in obſerving any defaults either in 
the quality or quantity of them. No 
purchaſing of )ffices or Employment sthat 
they may reimburſe themſelves again 
all the expences of the Houſe. Mat- 
ters are ſo wiſely contrived, that moſt 
of the Officers concerned in the Civil 
Government and Management of the 
Aﬀairs of the Houſe, are in a manner 
as checks upon one another ; and when 
any diſorders are committed , or any 
of the Laws of the Houſe tranſgreſſed, 
upon a full hearing and examining of 
the Aﬀair, the guilty is puniſhed with- 
out either favour or partiality, accord- 
ing to the demerit of the fault , 
and that immediately without any de- 
lay. 
By all which good Rules and Diſti- 
pline well Executed, this Houſe is 
brought tothat degree of Perfeition and 

a 2 Vertut, 
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Iertue, that there is hardly a private 
Family either in France or Fngland of 
twenty or thirty perſons in Number, 
better governed and mor: diſcreetly mas 
naged in all the parts of Duty, ſruſf, 
Ciligence and Faithfulneſs, than this 
Hoſpital is. | 
7he ManufaCtures and Trades that 
are Exerciſed in this Hoſpital, are for 
the Encouragement of the Induſtrious 
and Diligent, by which they get money 
both for their own particular uſes, and 
for the ſubſiſtence of their Families 
when they have them ;, and none but the 
L azy and Idle complain of want of mo- 
ney becauſe they will nat ſet themſelves 
about the following of any Trade or Em- 
ployment by which they may earn ſome. 
For the Blind ani Lame are not without 
ſome ſort of work ſuitable to their Cir- 
cumſtances and Capacities, by which 
they pet a penny ; for the Houſe allows 
no money to any of the Soliiers. The 
Trades and Manufattures that are fol- 
lowed in this Hoſe, have raiſed the 
Reputation of the lnvalids both as to 


the goodneſs and cheapneſs of the work 
perform'd 
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Perform d by them, that many wy (te in 
Paris are filld with the labour of their 
hands; and the Kjng himſelf finding 
they work better and at more reaſonable 
rates than other Unaertakers, and as a 
mark of his willing? eſs 19 en 047470 
their Induſtry, has grven order for moſt 
of the ( loaths for his Ariv ies and Gar- 
riſons, to be made by the Invalid So'- 
ders of this Hoſrital ;, and it's thought 
that in a little time a the Cloaths 
for the whole Army will be made 
here. 

And it is in the Government and 
Police of this Honſe as it is in moſt 
things that the French Kjng concerns 
himſelf in, and applies himſelf to, and 
which every bod», how little ſcever ac 
quainted with the manazement of his 
Afﬀairs muſt own, that there is 10t a 
Prince in the World better ſerved, and 
who pays leſs for every thing he has whe- 
ther it relates to his F/ruſhold FE xpen- 
ces, or Military ad Naval Charges, 
and is leſs imprſed upon or deceived by 
thoſe he intruſts, or are concern'd about 
his Magazines and Stores; the exadt- 

a 3 neſs 
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neſs that is obſerved in all things rela- 
ting to the Marine Afairs,being ſuch, 
that there is not a Puricr or Store-heep- 
er belonging to anyo fhis Men of War, 
that dares defraud him of a pound of 
Bisket, or yard of Rope that is not 
accounted for, and whcn remaining, not 
returned into the Ma, zincs when the 
Ships come to be laid +p1n harbor ſo that 
there 1s not 4 private man in all his Do- 
minions that manages his own Afairs 
with greater Oeconomy and Exattneſs 
than the Freach Kjar does his in all 
the parts and branches of it, without any 
fraud or wrons done him Ly any he em- 
loJs. 
All this 200d Oeconomy and Police 
pradtiſed in this Hoſpital, was of the 
{ate Monſieur de Louvois contri- 
Vance and orderins ; and he had a great 
ſhare alſo in introducing the ſame in- 
to all tle ''ffices xnd Places that belonged 
to his Deportement 7x the Kyjngs Ser- 
wice, aud of diſcon;:tenancing all ſorts 
of bribery aad corription in the ot ain« 
tz;2 of Places or Offices, and hinaring 
undue praitices iy the execution of 
: them ; 
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them ; and of all this, th: Government . 


of his own Family was an Eminent In- 
ſtance, and that he enjoined others no- 
thing but what he pradtiſed himſelf, and 
maae all his Servants do, and obſerve, 
even to that depree of nicity, that there 
was not a Footman in his Honſe that 
would upon any occaſion of any Service 
done , accept of a piece of money from 
any Stranger ; for I have known ſome 
Engliſh Officersin the Army about fifteen 
years ag0, that when any of his Foot men 
carried them orders to receive their 
pay, and offered them a Piltol , they 
wou'd by no means tate it, ſayin, their 
Maſter paid them , and therefore 
would accept of no gratification from 
any body eſe ; and at another time when 
Monſieur de Louvois had done 4 ve+ 
ry conſiderable piece of S:rvice to aper- 
ſon of Quality whom I knew at Yaris, 
( andis now in England )) and ſent an 
account of it at twe/ve a clock at night 
from Verlails to Paris, in a Letter by 
his Footman, the Gentleman offered 


him ten Louis d'ors for his pains,but he 


refuſedit. 
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It was not ſo in France in Cardinal 
Mazarines time , when the meaneſt 
Officers and Servants telonging to the 
Great men in buſineſs, made no difficul- 
ty to gather great Riches in few Tears, 
nor ſcruple accepting of bribes and 
gratifications from all hands ; and 
when Monſieur Fouquet', being In- 
tendant of the Finances, his Porter's 
Place in the Chriſtmas and other 
Holidays was reckoned to be worth Fif- 
teen hundred or Two thouſand Pi- 
ſtols. 
How much would it tend to the 
Glory and Reputation of our Nation, 
where men of Vertue, Profity, Lili- 
gence and Capacity arc no leſs nume« 
rous than in our Neiohicur \\ ation, 
if we would vinoronſly reſolve to fol- 
low the Model of jo Admira*le and 
[ raiſe-worthy a Conſtitution and Ad- 
miniſtration of Government in ſome 
of owr Hoſpitals that are plentifully 
endowed, and capable of teino brought 
into good Order and Diſcipline, if 
the Uovernors and Directors of them 
woula [trenou/ly aud Impartially ex- 

ers 
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ert their Power, and execute the truſt 
repoſ ed in them , by reforming abut 
ſes, extirpating corruption , puniſh- 
ing Licentionſneſs ard Debaucheries, 
eſtabliſhing good Rules, and ſeeing 
them punttually obſerved, and ty 
improving every thing to the beſt ad- 
vantage they were deſign'd for ty 
their Pious Founders and Princely 
Benefatlors; that So'riety, Vertne, 
and true Piety may be brouabt into 
faſhion, and prattiſed amons them, 
Diligence and Induſtry enconrazed 
and rewarded in thoſe who are acſi- 
rous and capable of working at ſome 
Trade or other , and the contrary 
qualities diſcountenanced as much as 
poſſible ; ſuch a Reformation as this 
in our Hoſpita's being no leſs pra» 
fticable than defiravie, would renaer 
them the Delight as well 2s Gory 
of our Nation, and ealarge the hearts 
of many worthy and generous perſons 
towards their further encouragement 
and maintenance, eſpecially for the poor 
Seamen, fongphoſe Relief and Sub- 
fiſterce His MajzIſty docs moft®era- 


ciouſly 
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ciouſly concern h:mſelf, and has already 
given oraer for the Building of a Roy- 
al Hoſpical for them ar Greenwich, 
where we hope to ſee tha; good Or- 
der and Duſciplive , thoſe Methods 
of O:conomy and Police eſta liſhed 
and faithfully obſerved, that we have 
bee admiring and commendiig in our 
Neizhlour Nation.

InTRODUCTILION. 


Giving an A:count of the Riſe and 
Progreſs of the W OR &; 


FTE R that the French 

Kzng had, in one Campaign 

only, conquer'd and brought 
under his Subjection a great Number 
of Towns and conſiderable places 
in Flanders, and given Peace to 
his People by the Treaty of Peace 
concluded at Azrx la Chapelle 1n the 
year 1667, it was His Majeſties 
delire that they who had contribu- 


ted moſt to the great repoſe which 
His 
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His Kingdom then Enjoy*d, ſhould 
partake of thoſe Advantages which 
at the hazard of their Lives, and 
Expence of their Blood , were 
purchas'd for others. *I was this 
conſ1Jeration that moved that Prince 
not only to apply himſelt to the 
reparation of thoſe Dammages and 
Eviis the Wars had produced, but 
alſo to provide for the neceſſities 
of both Officers and Soldiers, that 
the deſtiny of Arms, or time 1n 
the Revolution of many years had 
made uncapable of ſerving any lon- 
ger: The King not being able to 
luifer, that Military men who had 
cmploy'd moſt of their time in 
ſizhting of Battels, taking of Towns 


from the Enemics, and in defend- 


in;; of the Frontiers, ſhould te left 
hc!pleſs and indigent, and expoled 
to all the conſequences of Poverty, 
and {nconventences of their Wounds 
or Age, Therefore he refolved to 
find out a way of giving” reitet to 
thoſe deſc: ring perſons , without 
naving the reit cf bis Subjects un- 


caly ; 


r 


caly ; thinking that the vaſt Ex- 
pences he had been at in the En- 
largement of his Dominions , and 
for the ſafety and Ornament of 
His Kingdom, do no ways leſſen 
the riches of private perſons, nor 
hinder the opulency of his People ; 
ſo that the King without laying 
any new Iwpoſition or Tax on 
his Subjects, has found the Se- 
cret, how he may handſomely 
and conveniently maintain a great 
number of Officers and Soldiers 
that the Wars he thought. himſelf 
obliged to carry on , had already 
put out of condition, or might 
do , of continuing any longer in 
that Profeſſion ; and this was only 
by redrefſing and correQing the 
abuſes and corruptions that of a 
long time had been committed in 
the management of the appoint- 
ments of the Lay-Moxks , and by 
uniting all of them to the Hoſpe- 
tal of the Inwalids, and at rhe 
lame time joining to thoſe penſions 


and allowances two Deyxters in the 
liter 
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livre (which is about 29. ; inthe pound 
Sterl). in lieu of fix Deniers which 
heretofore were deducted (on pre- 
tence of charitable uſes, and claim- 
cd as a right or perquilite belonging 
to the charge of the Collonel General 
of the French Infantry in former 
times) out of the extraordinary char- 
ges of the War. Of all this the 
King has cauſed a Fund to be made, 
and appropriated it as a ſufficient 
Revenue for the projet he had 
tormed, of ereCting an Hoſpital for 
the Invalids. Whereupon the King 
made an Edi in the year 1679, for 
the execution of this great deſign, 
and had it ratify'd in Parliament, 
and in all the Courts of Judicature 
which Edi being the Foundation 
of the great Work treated of in 
the following Diſcourſes , I have 
thought fit to inſert here , which 
may ſerve not only for an authentick 
proof of the ſingular care the French 
King has taken to provide an Habt- 
tation and Maintenance for his Inva- 


lid Soldiers, but alſo for a Model to 
others 


others to at by, who are, or may be 
inclined to ſer about ſo generous a 
work. Neither is it amiſs to conſider 
with what great diligence this 
mighty work was carried on and 
finiſhed ; for hardly were More than 
Eight years employ'd in the Building 
and Furniſhing of it. 

The Edit was ſign'd in April 
1679. Regiſtred and paſt in the 
Parliament of Pars on the fifth of 
June the ſame year ; on the ninth of 
Tune it was Regiltred in the Court 
of Aides ; Regiltred in the Books of 
Reziſter, of the King's Great Coun: 
cil on the twenty eighth of Juxe ; 
Regiltred at the Receipt of the Fz- 
nauces of the Generality of Paris on 
the ninth of July; and on the eigh- 
teenth of Augyſt it paſt, and was 
Regiſtred in theChamber of Accompts, 
the King's Attorney General aſh- 
ſting and requiring the Expedition 
of the ſame, and to be executed in 
all thoſeCourts according to its form 
and tenor,

We were obliged to take for the Preſervation 
of Our Kingdom, and from being watebful 
againſt the Attempts that Our Enemies might 
make upon it from abroad ; We opply'd Our 
Selwes to nothing more, during the Cont inu- 
ance of the ſaid Peace, than to ive thoughts 
of redreſſing thoſe Ewvils that the War had 
cauſed within it, and remedying thoſe Abu- 
ſes that were mtroduced into the wo5t part 
of all Orders and Ranks of Perſons; which 
hawe had all the Succeſs we could have 
wiſhed thereupon. And whereas for the 
the Accompliſhment of ſo uſeful and ſo advan- 
tageous a Deſign, We hawe judged it no 
leſs worthy of Our Charity, than of Our 
Fuſtice, to retrieve out of Miſery and Want 
thoſe poor Officers and Soldiers of Our 
Troops, who ether being grown Old in Our 
Service, or become Lame and Maim'd in 
the former Wars , were not only out of Con- 
dition to continue longer in Ouf Service, 
but allo diſabled from doing any thing for a 
Livelihood and Subſiſtence for themſelves. 
find conſidering it was wery reaſonable that 
thoſe who have ſo freely expoſed their 
Lives, and ere n0t ſparing of ſhedding 
their Blood for the Defence and Support of 
this Monitrrchy, and 9 [o ſucceſsfully have 
comribmed towards the gaining of the Bat- 
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tels and the Vifteries we have ſo often ob- 
tained over our Enemies, 1031 nds the te cking 
of their Towns, and the Defence of our 
own; and who by their Vigorons Reſi|tance , 
and Generous Efferts ha = often reduced 
them 0 the Nec, tity of at {rims Feace of 
Us, ſhould en) ſo thai repo'e themſelves whi. þ 
they hawe eſt; "ol, iſh'd aud ſecured to Our 
other Subjects, and paſs the re## of their 
Days m Trananu ility.

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The General Deſcription. 


H E Royal Hoſpital of the Inva- 

| lids, which for the Nobleneſs 
of the Deſign, — Con- 
vemiency, Beauty, Order , Diſpoſition, 
Decorum, and Ozconomy of the Work, 
is not much inferior to the Lowvre it 
ſelf; is Scituated in a large ſpacious 
Plain , that is neither ſtrained nor 
bounded inits Proſpect by any heighth, 


upon a ſomewhat Riſing ground , al- 
CL moſt 
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moſt in the middle of the Plain of Gre- 
nelle at the fartheſt end of the Fauxbourg 
of Sr. Germain, juſt at the end of the 
Rue Grenelle on the Weſt-ſide of 'Paris. 
The great Facade, or Fronteſpiece of the 
Houſe looks full North, and oppoſite 
almoſt to the middle of the Cours de ta 
Reigne, with a large Paved way before 
it that leads down to the River ; the 
way is Five hundred and twenty Yards 
Long, and Twenty Broad, from the 
Houſe to the Bank of the River 
Sezme. 

The whole Building is ſurrounded 
with pleaſant Fields and Paſtures, which 
render the Scituation of ir no lefs a- 
greeable, than the Air that is breathed 
there makes it Healthful. The Wall 
that encompaſſes it, is about a Mile and 
half round. The Figure of the whole 
15 exactly Square. 

'Che Anticourt which is before, the 
Houſe, and called the Grear Court, is like 
a great Tarras with an inſenſjble deſcent 
from the Houſe down to the River, that 
the Rain may run off the more eaſily. 
This Anticourr ſomewhat reſembles a 

reat Half-Moon , whoſe Horns are 
joyned to both the extream ends of the 
Houſe, and its middle to the firſt Gate 
coming in ; from which Gats there are 
Three 


' Ring's Deviſe, and a great many Tre 
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Three Paved ways which lead you up 
ro the Three common Gates of the 
Hoſpital, each diſtant about Two hun- 
dred Foot one from the other. The 
middle way is twice larger than the 


Pall-mall, and brings you ſtraight to 


. the Portal, or great Gate of the Houſe, 


and is called the Gate of the Royal Courr. 
This Anticourt is furrounded with a 
pretty large dry Ditch, as broad at the 
top asat the bottom, having a ſtrong wall, 
of Free Stone within on each tide of 
the Foſſe to keep up the earth ; and as 
the ground of the Anticourt is ſloping, 
and higher by Three or Four foot than 
that of the outſide of the Ditch, fo is 
the Wall within raiſed breaſt-higher, 
like a Parapet above the ground of the 
Terrafs, asis the other Wall on the op- 
poſite ſide, higher alſo in the ſame pro- 
portion, than the ground on the outſide 
of the Ditch. The bottom of the Ditch 
is Gravel, with a Mote of green Turf 
all along in the middle of it. | 
You come into this Anticourt by a 
great Iron Gate curiouſly wrought, on 
both ſides of which you ſee Two Pavi- 
lions, which ſerve for a Court of 
Guard, and the Porter's Lodge ; ſet off 
with a world of Flower-de-luces, the 
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phies of Arms. At this Gate there 15 
always a Centinel or two, and the Two 
Porters ; and juſt by it ſtands the Wooder- 
Horſe. It is in this Court that the Soldiers 
do commonly Play, ſometimes at Nine- 
pins , ſometimes at Bowls, and other 
Games; and all without Noiſe or Paflion. 

In this Anticourt one fees Four little 
Centry Boxes placed at the Four inſide 
corners, where there are always Four 
Centinels ; and it is from the entry in- 
to this Fore-Court that appears the great 
Facade, or Front of this Magnificent Fa- 
brick , which is about Eight hundred 
Foot long. 

From this Gate you go ſtraight up to 
the middle Gate, or the Gare of the 
Royal Court, which is the chief Entry ; 
where at one view you fee the exact 
Symmetry and Proportion, as well as 
Beauty of all the Stories and Pavilions 
that are on both ſides; and the Stateli- 
neſs of the great Portal in the middle, 
ſuſtained by Pillars of the Inick Order 
that are carried up to the top; which 
with great Pomp ſhews the juſteſt Pro- 
portions of Symmetry, and richeſt Or- 
naments of Sculpture, that can be ; and 
whereof the Curiouſeſt and Nobleſt 
Ornament, is a Statue much larger than 
the Life ofthe King,on Horſeback, and 
in Triumph. - - When 
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When you have paſled this great 
Portal, you come into the great Court, 
called the Royal Court, becauſe of its 
Beauty and Largenefs ; where you are 
ſurprized with the ſight of Fourſcore 
Portico's or Pizz2a's, which ſuſtain Four- 
ſcore more, forming large Galleries, 
which ſerve for agreeable Walks in all 
times; there you may admirethe ſevera] 
rich pieces of Sculpture, amongſt which 
are Four huge Coloſſxs's placed at the 
jetting Angles, that may diſpute for 
Beaury with the moſt Celebrated Pieces 
of Antiquity. 

At this great Gate is the Mam Guard 
of Four Companies, ( one only being 
at the Gate of the Anticourt ); near to 
ir you ſee the Grue, or Carcan, an In- 
ſtrument of Puniſhment for the Offend- 
ers ; which is a Poſt faſtned into the 
ground, with an Iron Collar tied to it, 
in which the Delinquent's Neck 15, put, 
when any of the Soldiers are found 
guilty of Tranſgrefling the Rules of 
the Houſe. Here you have always a 
Centry and one of the Porters, and by it 
is the Magazine for the Arms. This and 
the Side Gates ( which ſeldome have 
any Centry ) are conſtantly open all 
day long, 
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This great Court has Four otherlefſer 
Courts on both ſides of it ; which be- 
ing all diſtinguiſhed and ſurrounded 
with different Podies of Lodgings, form 
that great Square of the Hoſpital, whoſe 
Angles are flank'd with Four great 
Pavilions, and the middle ſupported by 
Three aſcents of Steps coming out, 
each of them having Six Steps a-piece. 
At the bottom of this great Court you 
ſee the Magnificent Portal of the Church 
of the Hoſpital, adorned with Two 
Orders of ArchiteQure, the Ionick and 
Compoſit, after the French way ; which 
render it very Stately ; and the Fronton, 
or P:edement ſet off with a large Clock- 
Djal, and a Lanthorn on the top, with 
Six apercures like a Hexagon , with a 
Clock and Bells for the uſe of the 
Houſe. 

This Royal Court is about Three 
hundred and feventy two foot in length, 
and Three hundred in breadth ; every 
one of the other Four leſſer Courts are 
One hundred and twenty foot in length, 
and Sixty in Breadth. 

At a little diſtance from thoſe two 
ſide Gates, are the Two Fore-Pavilions 
of the Houſe ; beyond which is a little 
loy Houſe, with a little Gate for the 
Governor's Coach to come in at, ow 
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liar to himſelf. Beyond the other Pa- 
vilion is another low Houſe for the 
Phyſician, with a Gate alſo leading to 
the great Yard, wherz the Burche 
and fome other Offices of the Houſe 
are. 

The Royal Court is all Built round 
about Four ſtories high; the Arches are 
ſomewhat leſs than thoſe in Convent- 
Garden ; the Piazza's are a Foot or 
Two higher than the Court it ſelf, 
( which 1s all Paved with a broad White 
Stone ) into which you deſcend by 
Three or Four ſteps from the Piazza : 
In the middle of the Four ſides of this 
Royal Court are Piazza's alſo; the 
lower are Paved with broad Stones, and 
the upper with large broad Bricks. From 
the ah Piazza on the right hand, 
and lefr of the Court, you mount by 
the foreſaid ſteps into the Refetories, 
and into the Galleries round about 
them ; and in the upper Piazza's are 
the doors into the Soldiers Chambers ; 
for theſe Piazza's are as high as the 
Garrets of the Houſe, and therefore 
the Chambers have ſight upon the 
Court, and Light from the back 
Courts. 
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into which you entef by mounting 
Three or Four cafy ſteps into the three 
Doors of it, the middle whereof is the 
biggeſt ; you go aifo out of the upper 
Piazza intu the Church by one great 
door above, an{wering the middle be- 
low ; and above, there are three ſpaci- 
ous Galleries round about the Church , 
as was heretofore at Charenton, where the 
Proteſtants Church ſtood. 

Ar all the Ends and Corners of the 
Royal Court, and in. the middle of 
each Piazza, there are great Lanthorns 
hung up, with ſuitable Lights in them 
all Winter long. 

Thoſe Portico's, or Piazza's , are 
very convenient Walks for the Soldiers 
to avoid the Summer-heats, and the 
Cold Winds and Blaſts in Winter. 

No Coach, Cart, or Horſes, are 
permitted to come into this Court, un- 
!cs when the King or ſome very emi- 
nent Perſons come ; and ſome Soldiers 
are appointed to keep it very clean, and 
ro ſweep it every day, for which they 
are paid Five and twenty Crowns per 
LUNHUH, 

At the Four Corners of this Court, 
is the fall of all the Rain and Gutters 
of the Houſe, by Leaden Pipes, upon 
the broad Stones, through which -are 
| holes 
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Holes for the Conveyance of the Water 
into the Common-Sewer of the whole 
Houſe, which from under this Courr is 
carry'd all along under ground down to 
the River. 

The other Two Gates ſiding the great 
middle one, lead you into a Double 
Court on each fide, which are alſo 
Square, built round about with Houſes, 
or rather one continued Row of Houſes 
for the wwal:d;, ſome tides having Twen- 
ry eight large Double Chambers in a 
Row; fo that the Royal Courts is fe- 
parated from thoſe Four Courts by the 
Refectories and Piazza's, and is in a 
manner equal in bigneſs to all the four, 
it joynd together. 

As on the Two Corners of the Fron- 
tiſpiece of the Houſe, there are Two 
great Pavillions, where ſome of the Sol- 
diers have their Chambers; fo on the 
ewo Extremitics of. the back-lide of it, 
there are alſo Two Pavillions anſwering 
to them, in which are.the Four Priſons, 
the Two Dungeons, and the Privies 
an{wering, and at the end of each Gal- 
lery. 

The Pri/ms are large and clear Rooms, 
with good Beds and Coverlets, where 
the greateſt Pain is want of Liberty, and 
teeding on Bread and Water. 

The 
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The Dungeons are not much unlike 
other Dungeons , but not altogether fo 
frightful. The Privies are paved with 
very large Stones, and are kept very 
clean and ſweet, as much as poflible: 
They are double and oppoſite one to the 
other at the end and on both ſides of 
the Galleries, cach containing two large 
Rooms, with a deſcent into the Pave- 
ment for the Water -to run down, be- 
ing daily waſht: They are conveniently 
ſituatcd for the Soldicrs, and near them. 
Privies for the Officers having their par- 
ticular Keys to them. The Prieſts, In- 
firmcries, the Devore Siſters, and other 
Officers, have Houſes-of-office -in their 
own Appartments. 

Beſides the abovedeſcribed five Courts 
and the long Yards, there are Six other 
Private Courts not open to all People ; 
viz. ſome in the Infirmeries, and ſome 
elſewhere: And it is to be obſerved that 
there is no Court in all the Houſe but 
hath Water coming into it. 

The Soldiers have their Apartments 
in and round about the Galleries of the 
Houſe: The Houſe ( except the ſide of 
the Royal Court where the Piazza's are) 
being all four Stories high , each Story 
is divided into long Dormitories, or Slee- 
ping Rooms , as in Convents , with 

Chambers 
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Chambers for the Soldiers on beth ſides 
of it. 

The firſt Sro-5 on the Ground , and 
round aÞout a!l the Houſe, is called , 
The Gallery or 7:1 of Charlmaine, The 
ſecond, St. 5; alitam, St. Maurice, St. Mzr- 
tiz, and St. HYverr, All the third Story 
3s called by the Name of St. Lows. And 
the fourth and laſt is call'd St. Victor and 
St. George. Over this fourth Story , are 
the Granaries round about the Houle; 
part whereof is allorcd for the Meal , 
part for the Corn , which is ground in 
the Neighbouring Mills near the Houſe, 
and part for drying the Infirmery-Lin- 
nen. 

The So/4zr's Chambers have over 
the Doors , the Figure or Number, 
by which each Chamber is named; fo 
that if one has a mind to ſpeak to ſuch 
a Soldier 5 call'd 7 vhn-an-okes , the Por- 
ter at the Gate will diret him to the 
Chamber withthe Figure of 5,for Exam- 
ple, in St. Lonis, or St. Vittor's Galigy, 
wheie he cannot miſs to hear of 
him. 

All the Chambers are paved with 
Tiles, and have good large Double 
Windows on the Side-Court, on the 
Anti-Court, and on the Fields ; and the 
Soldiers arc obliged to keep their nn 

ers 
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bers clean, and to ſweep them, as alſo 
their Windows, and ſometimes to leave 
them open to Air the Rooms ; and they 
are to make their own Beds, every Ser- 
jeant being 2ppointed to have a Com- 
mon Key, and in the Morning and Af- 
ternoon he is obliged to viſit thoſe of 
his own Quarter or Ward, to fee all 
that done and perform'd, and to inform 
againſt thoſe that fail ; and for his pains 
he is to have half a pint of Wine a day, 
and half a Crown a Month in Money. 
He hath likewiſe a Key to open their 
Cupboards, in which if he tind any 
quantity of Tebarco or Brandy, it it his 
own; fometimes the 4id-Majcrs alſo vi- 
tit the Chambers. 

The Officers Chambers are common- 
ly at the end of the Dormitories, the bet- 
ter to obſerve the Soldiers. They are 
two, and ſometimes four in a Chamber, 
with a Toble, Chinmey, and Cupboards to 
every Chamber ; their Beds have better 
Quilts,Cewverlets, and Sheets; they have alſo 
Curtzms to their Beds, they make their 
own Beds, clean their Chambers, and 
ſuch like things, unleſs they get a Sol- 
dier to do it 4 them. 

Of the Refettories and Ifirmeries, we 
ſhall ſpeak apart by themſelves. 


Above 
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Above the Fetedories, are the four 
Great Halls for the Mannf:cnrics of the 
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Frer that the King had made his 
Magnihcence appear in the otately 
Fabrick he cauſed to be made for his Sol- 
diers, he was willing to ſignaiize his Zeal, 
in caufing to be built to the God of - 
mics a moſt Sumprtuous Temple 3 and Heſs. 
therefore he fought for the moſt conve- 
nient Place, and the Ableſt Architects, 
to make P/:;.s5 and Mede!s of the ſame; 
and the Skilfulleſt Mafons, Underta- 
kers, and other Able Workmcn were 
employed in laying the Foundation 
of it. 

The Diſpoſition of this Houfe of 
Prayer is ſo natural , that nothing can 
hinder the uſe of its Parts. Its Scitua- 
tion is fo convenient, that ir preſents an 
agreeable and caly Acceſs to Strangers, 
as well as to the Ewalids; and the AC 
pet of itisfo Fine and Noble, by the re- 
lation that the Parts have to the Whole, 
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that the ſight of one piece only of its 
Archite&ure, makes one ealily judge 
of the Beauty of all this great Work. 
They have divided this Temple into 
Two Churches , tho they be both in 
effect but one; yet in the follow iag De- 
{cription , we thall accommodate our 
ſelves to the Cultom of calling them 
Two. 

The firſt Church is that , whoſe Fa- 
cade looks North, and is compoled of a 
Qnire, Nawveand Lower-ſides or I{es;and this 
is 1t they call the Cherch of the Houſe, 
becauſe it is appointed for the Iwvalids, 
both Officers and Soldiers : The other 
Church on the South-lide, is call'd the 
Church with the Doze, becauſe it is free 
for all Perſons from abroad. Infomuch, 
that tho both theſe Churches by the 
Conyunction and Communication they 
have together, make bur one entire one, 
dedicated to St. Lowis; yer, nevertheleſs 
the Naive and the Dome, which are the 
rwo moſt conſiderable Parts , being de- 
ſen'd for different uſes , built by diffe- 
rent Architecture , and opened by two 
oppoſite Entries, whereof one is for thoſe 
of che Houſe, the other for People from | 
abroad. We ſhall give a particular De- 
Frription of each one of theſe Two 


Parts. 
T he 
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The Church with the Nave, has its 
Entry towards the Houſe on the fartheſt 
ſide of the Rozal Cenrr. Its Portal 1s to 
the North , under a Frontiſpiece of Two 
Orders, the Jonick and Compoſite, which 
make a Symmetry to the 'I wo Ranges 
of Galleries that run all round that great 
Court. The Second Order, which is 
parallel with the Second Range of-Gal- 
leries, and the Second Story, leads to the 
Fube of the Church , fupported by 
Twelve Pi/1fters, reckoning thoſe which 
bear the Veſt:bu/: and the Portal. The 
Fube is below the Nave, and ſerves for 
a Paſſage to the Triburals and Galleries 
placed above tlie Vaults of the Lower- 
ſides, or Iſles. 

This Fube bears a large Organ, much 
admired by all the Curious , as well 
for the Exquiſiteneſs of the Joyners 
Work, as for the skilful ordering of the 
Pipes. 

All the true Proportions of Archite- 
cure are obſerved in this Frontiſpiece , 
with all the ſuitable Ornaments to eve- 
ry Piece, as Capitals, Architraves, Frizes, 
Cornices , Conſoles , Cherubims heads , and 
other things. 

From the Frontiſpiece of this Temple, 
you enter into the Church it ſelf, 
whuch has a Hundred ninety two foot 
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in Length upon Seventy two of Breadths 
lighted by Fifry four Windows, and is 
divided by Two Ranges of Pillars, form- 
ing Thres 7/:ys, whereof the middle 
one makes the Nawe; and the other 
Two the Lowog-{ides or Iles. The upper 
part of the Nazwe makes the Quire of the 
Church , where the Eccleſiaſticks have 
their Scars very curiouſly wrought, and 
there is nothing that hinders the Laity 
from ſecing the Functions and Ceremo- 
nies that are performed at the Altar. 
Under the Neve there is a Vault made 
for the Burying of the Eccleſiaſticks, 
and Chief Officers of the Houſe, which 
has Fifty foot and a half in Length upon 
Sixteen foot in Breadth, and Seven = 
in Hcight. 

This Church is all arched with Free- 
Stone i full Cirtre, or Demicular Form. 
The Architecture is cf a Corinthian Or- 
der, with all its Proportions from che 
Plinrth to the Cornice, on which begin 
the Leanings of the great Windows made 
into Compartments of Iron and Glaſs 5 
whereof a great many Panes are of dif- 
f:rent Colours, with variety of Figures, 
where ſeveral Cyphers and Coats of 
Arms ares repreſented. 
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Every Pillar has its Impots Or Proje- 
Fures to receive the Retownbees Or Curva- 
tures of the Arches of the Linwer-ſides , 
and the Arcades bear every one of them 
their Baluſtre breaſt-high upon the Tr:b«- 
nals, whoſe zpertures look into the Nave, 
and forming a ſecond rcade, fills the 
height of che Pillars of the Church. 

In ſhort, all the principal Pieces of 
this Church are accompani'd with all 
the Ornaments of Scu/pture that are pro- 
per to them; ſuch as the Columns with 
their Capitals, Architraves , Frizes , and 
Cornices, with their Modillions , without 
reckoning the Roſes, the Entrelas, the 
Cherubimis, the Cenioles, the Fokage, or 
Flower-de-luces , and the Crowns that are 
diſtributed to the Arc-Doubleaux, to the 
Hreades and Tribwmals , and other Pieces 
of Architecture. 

Laſtly, This Stately Pile of Building 
is made of Stones that are moſt proper 
for irs Magnificence and Duration, ha- 
ving on the outſide at convenient di- 
ſtances from one another huge Burtreſſes, 
which the Italians call Contraforti , or 
Sperons 5 the Spaniards , Entives ; the 
French, Arc-boutans; and the Greeks, An- 
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The Church with the Dome is towards The Dome 
the South-ſide of the Houſe, and is one Gwe. 
D 
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j-» of the moſt magnificent Piles of Build- 
, ing in Europe; the very Medel of it in 
Wood having coſt above Ten thouſand 
Crowns, Which the King cauſed to be 
made for the Execution of this Noble 
and Stately Work , and is to be ſcen in 
Srv on the Houſe. The Figure of it is exactly 
* Square,of about a Hundred and fifty fix 
foot on every ſide. The whole Maſs is 
Pillars, Mupported by a great number of Pilays, 
whereof ſome are thoſe they call Columme 
I-/ulate, ſtanding alone by themſelves; 
the reſt are thoſe they call "ed Dro, half 
in,or faſtened to the Walis. All theſe roge- 
thermake Eight 4l/eys, laid in manner of 
a Croſs, Salter, and Orle, The Principal 
"of theſe Alleys, are the two that croſs 
the whole Church in its Length and 
Breadth. "That which takes up the whole 
Length, croſles the Dome and the Nave, 
and terminates at the TT wo great Gates ; 
and that which takes up the Breadth, a- 
buts at the T'wo Chappels of the Virgin 

Mary, and of St. I 6:. 
Fry Chap- The Four Corners are fill'd up with 
pels, Four Chapvels made in Faſhion of a De- 
micircle, every one of which has Eight 
Columns, of admirable Beauty and Mag- 
nificence, adorned with variety of Fine 
Pieces of Architetture, Sculpture, and foj- 

ner's Workmanſhip. 

The 
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The point where thoſe Two Alley; 
meet and interſect, which is juſt oppo- 
lite to the Two Entries, is a void Space 
of Seventy two foot in Diameter, encom- 
palſed with Eight huge P:l:/ters, that 
ſupport a Stately Deme raiſed above the 
great inſide Cornice 3; near unto theſe 
Piliſters there are Eizh: Columns placed, 
which by two and two ſupport Four 
Tribunals, encompaſt about with Iron- 
grates very richly wrought. The Niches 
which are {ld with great Statues ſtand- 
ing by themſelves, make the I:tercolum- 
niaiicn; and Four Statues of the Four 
UV 'ngeliſts in Relizwo , placed above the 
Rolconies, make the laſt Finiſhment of 
ſo fine a Work. In the thickneſs of the 
huge Pilaſfters at the Entry, and where 
the Two Alleys croſs , there are Six 
Tu rs incloſing winding Stair-caſes, to 
g0 down 11:to the Vaults, and to get up 
into the hizheſt parts of the Building , 
as Occalion requires. 

All the C\/--s within the Church are 
of the Corm: 112 Order, with all the Pro- 
portions, and all the Ornaments of a 
moſt perfect Architecture. Ar the far- 
theit end of this Church, and over a- 
gainſt the great Portal, there is a huge 
lron-grate, all richly Galt 5 and moſt cu- 
rioully Wrought, to ſeparate that un 
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of the Deme from the Nave. Beyond 
this Rail is the Santuary in a large Oval 
ſpace of about Fifry four foot, where 
the High Altar is placed by it ſelf, en- 
rich'd with all that the molt retined Skill 
can invent, or the learnedſt Hands per- 
form to ſet it off. On both ſides of the 
Sznttuary, and Abutting upon the Extre- 
mitics of the Nawe, there are two Tour- 
rets of Thirty foor Diameter , which 
ſerve for a Sacriſty. 

The Bartlements of this Church are 
about a Hundred ſixty ewo foot in length 
upon Forty foot in Breadth; and the 
Height from the Ground of the middle 
of the Dome to the top of the Croſs on 
the Pyramide ,-1s about Three hundred 
foot. 

The Pawement of the Church is of cu- 
rious fine Marble, inlay'd with varieties 
of Colours, whoſe Plarbards that reign 
about the Compartments do anſwer PCET- 
pcndicularly to the Arches of the Vaults 
that are above, beginning before the 


Baſe of every Pilaſter, and terminating 


at the entry of the Key-/fone, the whole 
bcing a moſt admirable Deſign , and 
ſurable to the Grandeur of this Stru- 

cture. 
The outward Beauties of this Church 
do yield in nothing hardly to mn we 
ave 
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have obſerved within. Irs chief Entry 
is on the lide of the Plain of Grenelle. 
Its Frontiſpiece looks to the South with 
Twenty four Detached Celumms on two 
O: ders that reign on the Facade. The 
Dorick and Cormthian Orders fupport the 
Portal , where all the Proportions are 
exactly obſerved from the Plimth to the 
Cernices. The Inſtruments of our Savi- 
ours Paſſtion, and ſome Church-Orna- 
ments ſerve for Trig/yphs, and for Metaps 
to the Frize, The Columns are diſtributed 
in manner of Perifile, becauſe the Inter- 
colummiations are large in Proportion to 
the wates, Windows, Niches and Embeſſmgs 
that fill them up. 

You aſcend into the Portico by Four- 
teen or Fifteen Steps, that make an Ele- 
vation of Five or ſix foot, the laſt whereof 
begins the Arca of the Church, at the 
entry of which are two other Stately 
Columns raade after the Model of thoſe 
famor:s ones that adorned the. Porch of 
Solomon's Temple. 

The Entablature of the Cornices of the 
Second Order is ſet off with a Baluſtre 
of Stone breaſt-high , which runs all 
along the Compal of the Church , 
viith great Yaſes placed on Pid:ſtals, an- 
ſwering to the Columns beneath ; the 
F-ontons or Pied:ments placed on the mid- 
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dle of all the Faces to raiſe them, are all 
fill'd with the Arms of France, and the 
Ornaments that attend them. 

The Enco:gnures or 4rgular Stones are 
alſo ſet 01: with huge Vaſe: of a Pyramidical 
or T'-p-ring Form. The Covering of the 
Church is made 4#rch-1:ays from the En- 
tablature to the Void of the Dome. with 
Dalles of Stone made ſloping, which 
form a kind of Stairs by their Inclina- 
tion and G/acis. Round about the 17:4 
of the Dome, there reigns a Comprſite Or- 
der, that may be called Picroftile, becauſe 
the Columns are fo cloſe fer, that they 
leave only the Window-lights for their 
Intercolumniations. Upon this Compeſite 
Order, that has its regular Ornaments, 
there runs a Balufre of the ſame nature 
and faſhion that is-before, and all the 
Pideſtals are charged with great F:yures, 
as big as the Life. 

After this Balyſre, they have made a 
Retrait or Water-Table, like a way, as well 
for the conveniency of the Workmen , 
who are obliged to look to the Repairs 
of the Houſe when any defect happens, 
as for the Beauty of the Work that re- 
quires all theſe Proportions. 

Beyond this Balujfre one ſees an At- 
tick raiſed with ſo many Burrreſſes and 
Tables, as there are Pillars and Windows 
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in the Order beneath, to which it an- 
ſwers 5. The Cornmce abc ve the 7 laſters 1 15 
charged with /a/es raiſced very high 
and perpendicularly placed on the FE: 
treſſes, There 15 Mo ail round about, 
another Re/r-7re Nike unto that which is 
beneath , afrer which there is betides 
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raiſed a £ur-1:tick piece of Work, with Ser-4 


a like number of Pil:/ters, and little 
Oval Windows , enriched with all the 
Ornaments belonging to the Orders on 
which they are piaced. Above this S- 
Zittick begins the Cintre or Circelar Cur - 
wvature of the Pome fill'd with Partition 
Ribs, intermixt with Trephies of Arms, 
like ſo many Garlands , that hang all 
along the Dume, which has raiſed upon 
it a Lanthern, whoſ: Lights and Win- 
dows make the 1-: ercolum niaticn of a Cc- 
rinthian Order. The Corzice that is ſet 
off with /a/es and Figures in Reliews, has 
for the laſt _ ment a fine Flower-de- 
luced Pyramile, bearing on the top of it 
a World 5190 with France, and cn- 
circled with a Crofs of Gold. 

In fine, this Starely Ed.iice 15 lighted 
all round with Fifty one V/ indows verV

large and high, according to the molt ,,,, 


agreeable Proportions, and with Twelve 
Laucarnes or Skj-l;ghts 1n the Calot or Cap 
of the Demr. And that which is very 
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remarkable beſides all that has been 
ſaid in the Deſcription of both theſe 
Churches, and no where bur here to be 
ſeen, is, that in all the Lays and Cowr/es of 
Stone, employed in the outward Facigs 
of the Walls, and of the Pillars, as well 
within as without , are of the ſame 
height and thickneſs, ſo that the Foinrs 
of the Beds of every Lay, run upon the 
ſame Level and Line in all the Compaſls, 
and every where, both of the inſide and 
of the ontlide of theſe Churches.

Defeription of the Refetories, 


the Soldiers on the Right and Left 
of the Royal Court, as you come in by 
the great Fazade, and near to the Two 
Galleries, which form the Lower Portico's. 
Two of thoſe RefeFories have each of 
them a Hundred and fifty foot in length, 
and the other two have a Hundred thir- 
oY eight foot in length, and Twenty 
our 1n breadth. 
That which is moſt remarkable in 
theſe RefeHories, is the variety of Painting 
wherewith they are adorn'd, which re-

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On the ſid2 oppoſite toth2 Windows, 
one ſecs beſides in this Refecory, the 
taking of the Towns and Fortreiſes of 
Rimbergne, of Ovſoy, Veſel, the Fort of 
Leippe, of Rhees, of Schink, of Emer:ch, 
of Gantz, Zutphen, Narden, Utrecht, and 
of Tell, 

Over the other Door of the ſame Re- 
fectory, there is another Large Picture, 
Repreſenting France fraighted with (1o- 
ry and with the Spoil of the Enemies, 
Crowned by Valour and Viory; having 
ac her Feet ſeveral Conquered People, 
and receiving the Colours which Military 
men bring Her from all Parts, and 
which She Conſecrates to the Temple of 
the God of Armies. Laſtly, one ſees on 
the Sides of the ſame Refectory, where 
the Windows are, the Taking cf the 
Towns of Grave , Bommel , Crewecocur, 
of Fort St. Andre, of Worn , Nimegue, 
Znotxembourg , Oudenard , Culembonrg , 
Duisbourg, Vianin, and Arnheim. 

In the third Refe&ory, on the Right 
hand as you come into the Royal Court, 
you ſee this Conquering King accom- 
panied by Minerva , Bellona, and by 
Vitory,walking towards the Mai/e, which 
ſeems to have already ſubmitted unto 
him, Preſenting unto him Maeſtricht, Fi- 


gured by the Star ſhe holds, which is

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the Arms of that Town. The Rhine, 
that is Repreſented on the Right ſide of 
this Picure, does alſo render Homage 
to the King ; and Europe that 15 on the 
Left, is preparing to be all ſoon Con- 
quered by that great Monarch. On the 
ſide of this Refetory oppoſite to the 
Windows, one obſerves / Pictures 
of others of the King's Conqueſts; be- 
ewixt every one of which there are Trc- 
phies of Arms Painted in other Frames.

Laſtly, There arc Four other Refe- 
fories for the Officers, which though 
they be ſomewhartleſſer than the other, 
yet come not any thing ſhort of che 
Beauty and Conveniency of theſe Firlt. 
The Blind Soldiers are Lodged near and 
about one of the Refectories, on the 


Firlt Floor in part of Charlemain's Galle- 
ries ; 
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ries ; They have Two or Three Tables 
in the Refectory allowed them; at 
which none of the Seeing Soldiers is per- 
mitted to lit, leſt they ſhould Chear 
the Poor blind of any of their Victuals. 
They were 'in the Ycar 1682, about 
Ninety in Number : and ſome of the 
kindeſt and beft natured Soldiers, that 
have | their Sight, are Lodged in the 
Blind mens Chambers, ro do them 
Friendly and Charitable Offices; and 
near unto their Apartments is one of 
the Stove Rooms. 

In the RefeRories, as in the Middle 
Temple, are long Tables and Forms ; 
every Company having their own Pro- 
portion of the Table, Mark'd to them 
with their Figure on the Wall, ſo as 
they muſt not encroach on their Neigh- 
bours. 

In one of the great Refeories, and 
in the very middle of it, is the Water- 
Table, to which ſuch as for Puniſh- 
ment muſt drink only Water, are con- 
tin'd; at which there* are ſometimes 
Ten, and ſometimes Thirty to be ſeen 
[:tring. 
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AR T. IV. 
Deſcription of the Infirmeries. 


I T is no hard thing to believe, that 
the Þrwalids, the moſt part of whom 
have had their Strength conſumed, and 
their Conſtitutions ruin'd by the Wounds 
and Fatigues they have endured, are 
much more ſubject ro Infirmities and 
Sickneſſes than others : And it is for this 
reaſon, that in the Contrivance and 
Building of this Reyal Ho/11ril, no lefs 
regard was had to the making of conve- 
nient Habitations for the Sick and 
Wounded, than of Apartments for thoſe 
who are in good Health, and that the 
Infirmeries take up ſo conſiderable a part 
of this Edifice. 

Theſe I»firmerics conſiſt of all the A- 
partments that are made croſs-way, and 
do encompaſs the Six Courts placed at 
the end of the Pavilions of the Hoſpital 
all along the Church on that ſide that 
looks towards Paris, behind the Two 
leſſer Courts which are on the Left 
hand as you come in at the great Fagade, 
or Front of the Building , from the 
North, or the River. 


That 
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That ſide of the bifirmeries that looks Dimenſions. 
toward Par, or the Eaſt-ſide, is Three 
hundred eighty four Foot long ; and 
that ſide towards the South 15 Two 
hundred eighty three Foot long. | 

They have given the Ifrmeries but 
one Story high, beſides the Garrets, leſt 
having more, it ſhould take away from 
the Sight and Proſpe&t of the Body of 
the great Building, and of the Church, 
to which it 15 contiguous. 

The Vaults in the Foundation, make Yaulr. 

Thirteen Cellars, for the Proviſions of - 
IWine, Wood, and other things neceſſary 1 
for the Sick and Wounded ; and there 
are Five pits beſides, which ſerve for 
Drains to the neceſſary Places. 

In this —_— there are ſeveral Aparr- 
Apartments made for the Uſe and Con- mew. 
veniency of the Sick ; ſuch as a great 
Kitchen to make ready their Victuals in, Kitchen, 
where are a great many Cocks, and ſome 
above the Bo:lers, to fill them the more 
conveniently with Water ; a large But- =_ 'y- 
tery, Pantry, and Scullery, in which are Ll . 
alſo ſeveral Cocks to Goody them with P 
what Water they pleaſe ; and all other 
Conveniences to waſh the Sick's Linnen, 
with a Laundry to make the Lye and andy, 
waſh the Bucks in; a Place alſo is ap- 
rointed for the making of Priſans, in 
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which are great Can/drons of Red Copper 

well tinn'd, over every one of which 

there is a C-ck to ſupply them with Wa- 

er, theſe Carldrons are enchajſed in a 

Furnace, fo as to give what ore of 
a 


heat one pleaſes. There is a fair Ape- 
theceries Shop ſtored with all neceſſary 
Drugs, and kept in wonderful good Or- 
der and Neatneſs by the Dewore Siſters , 
who are charged with the Care and At- 
tendance on the Sick and Wounded, 
of whony we ſhall elſewhere diſcourſe 
at large. 

There is a Chirurgerz-Shov ſet out and 
furniſhed with all the Inſtruments and 
Tools neceſſary for that Art and Pro- 
feflion. 

Alio a Laboratory made very conve- 
nient for Diſtilling and Preparing Me- 
dicaments, and: Furnaces for Chymical 
Preparations. 

There is a great Hall to give and re- 
ceive the Linen ; a Refeflory for thoſe 
Siſters themſclves, and Six other large 
Hu!''s to lay the Sick and Wounded in ; 
whereof the Four Principal are called 
the Halls of our Lady, and made like a. 
Crcls, having in the middte where they 
joyn, a great Altar where Maſs is ſaid: 
Of the other Two Halls, one which is 
to the South, is called Sr. Toſeph , 

, . an 
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and the other to' the Eaſt is called 
Sr. Coſmme. 

Beſides thefe Halls now mentioned, 
there are other leſſer ones appointed for 
thoſe who are Recovering, and for the 
Swrk Officers. 

All thoſe Halls together, contain 4- 
bour Two hundred eighty nine Beds, 
every one of them Furniſhed with a 
Straw Red, of Matras, a Quilt, Blankets 
Covirler, Sheets, Belſter and Pillow, and 
Yellow Serge Curtams in Winter, and 
White Dimmiety in Summer. Every Sick 
Perſon has his Bed apart, and by him- 
ſelf : Bur thar which is remarkable for 
the greater Cleanlineſs and Convenien- 
cy of the Sick, is, That in all thoſe 
Halls there is from ſpace to ſpace, and 
in' the intervals berwixt every Two 
Beds, a Door of Joyners Work, by which 
one enters into little Niches, where are 
Sears with Clofe-ftools under them , 
which are emptied and carried away 
from behind , and on the outſide of 
thoſe Halls, by the means of little pri- 
rate Galleries, in the middle whereot 
are the Common Houfes-of-Office ; fo 
that every Sick Perſon has his Cloſe-ſtonl 
near to his Bed, and may eaſily go thi- 
ther without being ſcen, or incommo- 
ding any body. 
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- There are alſo jn due diſtances, in 
every Hall, Sroves made after the Ger- 
man-aſhion, enchaiſed in the Wall, 
whoſe Funnels anſwer to the Stacks of 
Chimneys that are made on purpoſe; the 
Wood and Fire they put into them from 
behind, and on the outſide of the 
Halls, by the ſame Galleries we were 
juit now m_ of. 

At the ends of thoſe Halls, there are 
ſcveral Lodges made to put the Mad and 
Diſtratted Perſons into. | 

Beſides all thoſe Halls, there is yet a- 
nother large one above that of Sr. Coſme, 
and Four little ones, called the Halls of 
St. Louts, deſigned for the Soldiers who 
have particular, or contagious Diſtem- 
pers; theſe contain Two hundred fixt 
one Beds;{o that thereare in allin thoſe 
Infirmeries,about Five hundred and fiſty 
Beds for the ſick in caſe of neceſlity.This 
upper Story contains many other Con- 
veniznces, as the Lirgery, where every 
Piec2 of new Linnen has its particular 
Shelf, which thoſe Siſters do keep in 
admirable Order and Neatneſs. 

Tnere are' Mygatines alſo for all the 
clean Linnen that has ſerved, every 
Piecc having its proper place, ſuch as 
the Compreſſes, Scarſs, Fill:rs, all the old 
Linnen, and the reſt.

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There are likewiſe Mag.:2.7es for all Er tb» Fur- 
the Houſboldftuff and Furniture, and 0- wt aud 
thers, where all the Sick and Wounded 
Perſons Cloaths are laid up in, and 
carefully made clean, and kepr. 

There is alſo the Infrmery of the De- Tye Devere 
wote-Siſters peculiar to themſelves ; there 5:/ers 
is their Oratory, their Dormitory, Chan;- Fave an 
ters to Drie and Iron their Linnen in, ——_ 
others for them ro Work and Sowe in, ;enin« 
others to keep and lock up the Fruit and ce: for 
Sweetmeats in, others to treat thoſe that #4ermjeive? 
have ſcandalous Diſeaſes, and many 
more. 

The reſt of this Story is Garrets, and Garrer: 
ſome of them ſerve to drie the Linnen, an4##er 
in, and other things as occaſion require, * 

All theſe Apartments are diſengaged by 
Corridors, or Galleries, Paſſages, and by 
Stairs to go into any Place in ſuch man- 
ner, as that nothing hinders the uſe of 
all che Parts of this Building, all things 
contributing to the Accommodation 


and Conveniency of the Sick, who are 
Lodged there. 
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ART. i'V. 
Of ſome other particular Buildings 


over-azainſt th: Infirmiries ; and of 
the Machine that furniſhes the Houſe 
with Water. 


HER E remains no mare of 

the firſt part of this Treatiſe, hut 
to ſpeak of the Building an the . Right 
of the grear Portal of the Church towards 
St. Cleu, as you enter on the Sourh-ſide, 
and which makes the Symmetry to the In- 
firmeries. Theſe Buildings conſiſt of 
Apartments and Gardens for the Mi Y 
Pricſts, of Stables, Garrets , Shops, and 
other Places ſerving far the Convenien- 
cies of the Houſe. But that which is 
moſt remarkable in this ſide of tie 
Hoſpital, is a large deep Hell with a 
Machine made near one af the Corners 
of this Square. 

This Engine furniſhes Water in abun- 
dance to the whole Houſe ; the Water 
is as Clear, Light, and Pure, as that of 
the beſt Springs, as the daily uſe made 
of it, does ſufficiently demonſtrate, and 
according to the relation of ſeveral 
knowing Perſons who have Taſted and 
made ſcveral Trials of it. This ell is 


dug 
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dug Ten Foot lower than the bed, or 7h 11:!! 


bottom of the 
Foot deep, and Seven in Dzirmeter at 
the bottom , and at the top it 1» Seven 
Foor-and half over. It is built with 
good Lays, or Courſes of hard Stozic, 
and at the bottom Paved with preagrIN 
only cleft in two, of Seven Foot D:: 
meter, and Onethick ; under this Stone 
they have laid a bed of Pebb/: Srones a 
Foot thick, and thrown about Five or 
fix hundred Carts full of the ſame kind 
of Stones, behind the Lays of Stone that 
are built round the Well, the better to 
Purity the Water. 

In Winter it has Twenty two Foot 
Three Inches of Watcz, and Sixrzen 
Foot in the greateſt drought in Smz- 
mer, according to the Experiments that 
have trequently been made of ir. It 
furniſhes Water into all parts of the 
Houle by a inued Chain faitned to 
this Machine, which employs the La 
bour of Three A/c: co make it turn; and 
by giving continually Twelve Inches 
of Water, it fills in a little time a &reat 
Reſervatory, or Ba/(in of Lead of Fiicen 


C00: 


Foot high,that ko!ds about Four hundred 
Muids, or One hundred thirty three Tims 
of Waters, placed above,and onthe out- 
ſide of the Well. From thence the Water 
deſcends 
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deſcends by great Pipes of Lead ſunk 
Three Foot under ground, to which are 
joined ſeveral other ſmall Pipes branch- 
ing from it, having Braſs Cocks to di- 
{tribute the Water into all the parts of 
the Houſe,to the Number of One hun- 
dred and Twenty. This Machine is kept 
in Repair by the Workman that made 
it; and there are Two other men cho- 
ſen out of the Iwalids, paid and ap- 
pointed by the Houſe to attend upon 
the Work of the Machine, and tolook to 
the Mules. Thoſe men arealſo obliged to 
take care that, by the help of thoſe 
Mules and a Cart, all the Filth and Dire 
that is gathered in the Houſe, be carried 
out Three times a Week.

ART. IL 
Of the Spiritual Government. 


S the Royal Hoſpital of the Iwa- 

lids is a Corporation, or Body 

Politick , and to be filled with 
a conſiderable number of Officers and 
Soldiers of different Nations and 
Countries, of different Languages and 
Inclinations; ſo it is a matter of very 
great conſequence, after they are ga- 
thered together in one and the ſame 
Houſe, for the Comfort of their Old 
Age, or for the Eaſing them in their 
Wounds, to Unite them under the 
Laws and Government of ſeveral Per- 
ſons, whoſe Wiſdom and Condudt are 
capable 
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Miſſionary 
Prieſts, 


The Government of the 


capable of reſtraining and of keeping 
within the hounds of Duty, thoſe Spi- 
rits that Wars commonly render Un- 
tractable and Diſſolute. And for this 
reaſon it is that the Government of the 
Houſe, in that which relates to the Spi- 
ritual, was entruſted to a Company of 
Religicus Miſſionary Prieſts of the Houſe 
of Sr. Lazarez; and the Politick and 
Temporal Adminiſtration was given to 


- different Officers Choſen by the King 


Their Office 
and Funtl > 


on. 


himſelf. 

As to what concerns the Spirituals,the 
Miſſicnarie; of the Houſe of Sr. Lazare, 
who are thereat preſent about the num- 
ber of Twenty, do exerciſe the ſame 
Functions, and celebrate the ſame Ot- 
ces that the Curats do in their Pariſhes; 
for betides Prayers Twice a day, Ser- 
mons and Sacraments every Sunday and 
Holy-4ay, theſe Miffionaries have every 
Week Conferences upon ſome Head of 
Religion, and Catechiſms in the plain- 
eſtand moſt familiar way, that is moſt 
capable to inſtru the poor ignorant 
Soldiers;they have alſo Exhortarions and 
F.effons of Devotion Thrice a Week in 
the Ifirmeries, and in the Halls of Ma- 
rufatturies. Tn ſhort, theſe Priefts do 
manage the matter with ſo much Pru- 
dence and Temper , that they have 


made 
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made it appear, that Chrifianity and a 
Military Life are nor incompatible, but 
that one may at the ſame time be a good 
Soldier and a good Chriſtian. There 
is every day one of them appointed for 
every Hall in the Infirmeries for the Vi- 
ſiting and Comforting of the Sick ; =P 
Viſit alſo the Priſons, to make thoſe 
whoſe Crimes or Irregularities bring 
them there, ſenſible of them, and to ex- 
hort them to make a good uſe of their 
Chaſtiſement. When any of the Houſe 
dyes, if it be an Offcer, Six Prieſts 
alliſt at his Funeral, and Four only if 
it 1s a Soldier. The King is at the 
Charges, of maintaining thoſe Prieſts, 
and allows them about Twelve thouſand 
Livres a Year for their Diet and other 
things, beſides the Luminaries, which 
the King provides for alſo. 


ART. Il 


Of the Civil Government of the 
Houſe. And firſt of the Superior 
Officers of the Houſe. 


A S the Order and good diſcipline 
"A the King will have obſerved in 
this Hoſpital iz Temporal and Civil 

matters 
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matters and Government, do, in a 
great meaſure depend upon the pru- 
dence, carefulneſs, and tubordination 
of Officers therein eſtabliſhed, we ſhall 
ſpeak of every one of their Charges in 


particular, 


The Firſt Charge that the King has 
ſetled in the Hoſpital, was that of 4d- 
miniſtrator-General , to whom he gave 
abſolute Power in every thing that re- 
lates to the Hoſpital ; whereupon he 
Ordered that the Secretary of State 
who has the Department of War, 
ſhould have this Employment, and that 
it ſhould be annexed to his Charge, as 
appears more at large by the Edi of 
Eitabliſhment. 

This Adminiſtrator-General, in pur- 
ſuance of his Power, can appoint, take 
in, turn out, puniſh, or reward , as 
ſeems beſt to him, any Servant, ſerving 
Officer, or any other Perſon in the 
Houſe, and 15 obliged to viſit the 
Houſe, and view moſt places in it, once 
or twice a Month, if other Buſineſs do 
not hinder him. 

Under this Direfor and Adminiſtrator- 
General, the King hath appointed Four 
other Dire#ors ſubordinate to him , who 
muſt look diligently to all and ___ 
the 
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the Aﬀairs of the Houſe , and muſt be 
Men of conſiderable Subſtance of their 
own, of great great Ingegrity and Probity, 
being they are to ſerve Gratz without 
any Sallary or Fees out of the Revenues 
of the Houſe, depending ſolely for their 
Recompence on the King's own Boun- 
ty. Theſe are chiefly entruſted with 
the Management of Domeſtick Afﬀeairs, 
and the Oeconomy of the Houſe, and 
meet Weekly every Saturday at Four a 
Clock in the Afternoon in the Council- 
Chamber, where they examine all the 
Accounts, Weekly-Bills, and Expences, 
and all other both Ordinary and Ex- 
traordinary Charges ofthe Houſe; they 
inſpect into the Actions of the Under- 
der-Officers, ſee that Diſcipline be well 
obſerved, and take Cognizance of the 
Behaviour of every Body belonging to 
the Houſe ; but their governing-Power 
15 rather C:vil and Occonomical than Mi- 
litary, and yet have ſome Juriſdiction in 
both. Theſe Direors take care of all 
things in the Adminifrater's Abſence , 
and give him an Account conjundtly 
with the Governor , and other Officers 
appointed for that purpoſe. 

The Gevernor of the Hoſpital, who is 
always one whoſe Services have efta- 
bliſhe his Reputation, and render him 
Worthy 


Governer. 
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King”s 
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Worthy to bear Conimand over fo ma- 
ny Officers and Soldiers, has properly a 
Military Furiſdittion,and is always ſubor- 
dinate to the abovetnentioned Direors, 
at whoſe Meetings he always afliſts. He 
is the Chief Officer actually Reſiding and 
Living in the Houſe, where he has a 
large Apartment with all Conveniences, 
and a Sallary of Two'thouſand Crowns 
per fAnmum : His Province and Bufinels 
15 to keep the Soldiers in a kind of Mi-' 
litary Diſcipline, and in Good and Ci- 
vil Order, and fee that the Laws of the 
Houſe are well obſerved, and meddles 
with nothing relating to the Civil 
Adminiſtration or Oeconomy of. the 
Hoaſe. 

He has under him a Lieuterant du Re, 
who has likewiſe made himſelf recom-' 
mendable- by his Services. In che Ab- 
ſence of the Governor he does all that 
he ſhould do himſelf, and ſupplies his 
Place, and exerciſes the ſame Functions 
that thoſe do who have the like Char- 
ges in Military Places : He alſo afliſts 
at all the Councils where the Dire&ors 
meet. | 

Beſides theſe, there is a Major, whoſe 
Office is one of thoſe who has moſt Ex- 
erciſe- and Employment in the Houſe, 


and becauſe of that, we ſhall ſpeak fo 


much 
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This Mzjor is obliged to have a watch- Major's 


ful Eye upon the Condudt and Behavi- 
our, on the Lives and Manners of al im 
pn and of every one in particular 

longing to the Houfe. When any 
Officer or Soldier preſents himſelf to be 
received, the Majwr carries him to the 
Governor , Or to the King's Lieutenant int 
his Abſence, who orders him ſome 
Subſiſtence till the Saturday following , 
and after having cauſed his Name to be 
Regiſtred by the Secretary, he diſmiſſes 
him until that the Council has delibe- 
rated about his Reception. At the cloſe 
of the Council, the Major receives from 
the Secretary the. Names and Qualificati- 
ons- of all thoſe who: have been received, 
to the end that he: may order. Lodging 
and other convenient things for them, 
and: Regiſter their. Names; their Qua- 
lifcations , therr Chambers , and the 
time of their Admittance: into the 
Houſe, for the more ready finding thoſe 
he may have occaſion to call for. He 
has a Rell of the Forty frve Companies that 
Mount the Guard, with their Names 
and. Lodgings ; one of: the Fifty five 
Cantons, 1nto which all the Irwalids of 
the. Hoſpital are divided ; one of the

Rolls, 
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Soldiers that are too infirm or diſabled 
to do any exerciſe or duty ; oe of the 
Officers and Soldiers who have obtain'd 
leave to po into the Countrey, and of 
the time that is given them for their 
Journey ; which leave is not granted nor 
delivered to any, before that the Sol- 
dier has delivered back a garniture, or 
Suit of Linnen, to the Wardrobe, with 
the Key of his Cupboard ; and that the 
Serjeant of his Canton or Ward is fatisfi'd, 
and has teſtif'd, that all that was depo- 
ſired in his hands is in good plight and 
condition : He keeps alſo a Roll and 
Regiſter of thoſe who voluntarily and 
of their own accord do leave the Hoſpi- 
tal ; of thoſe that are turn'd out, or 
have deſerted; of all thoſe that are in- 
firm; of the Sick, and of thoſe that are 
under cure ; of thoſe that are in Priſon, 
together with the day of their Impri- 
ſonment, that he may the better judge 


| When they ſhould be let out ; of thoſe 


that return into the Houſe from t 
Country ; of thoſe that come out © 
Priſon, and that begin to recover, tha 
they may have Linnen and other Ac- 
commodations given them:And in ſhort, 
he has a Roll of thoſe who have leave 
to lie abroad ſome days of the wor, 
An 
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And to the end that nothing may ef- 
cape the knowledge of the Major, there 
are two Aid-Majors appointed , who 
every Thur{day night, and all Friday 
Mornings, make their rounds, and vilit 
all the Chambers of the bv. 1:ds and the 
Infirmery, to give an account of the 
whole to the Major, who controuls aiid 
compares the Roll of the ſaid 414-M. tors, 
with that of the Serjeants; who every 
morning, from half an hour after five 
till halt an hour after ſix, make their 
viſits in the Quarters of their reſpective 
Companies or Cantors , to know who 
have lain abroad, and to make report 
thereof to the Major on pain of Impri- 
ſonment, or of being deprived of their 
Charges; and for this cauſe there is 
given them Paper , Ink, Candle and 
Lanthorn , and Thirty Sz every 
Month. 

The Major ought every morning to 
receive Orders from the Governor, or 
in his abſence, from the King's Lieutc- 
nant, and to give the fame to the Ser- 
jeants commanding, in Writing, and 
for that purpoſe he makes them range 
themſelves in Circlesin the great Court 
near the Main Guard. 

The Major and 4id-Major ſhould be 
preſent every day in the RefeFories, du- 
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ring the time the Soldiers are at Table, 
to hinder all fort of diſorder, and to 
make every one ſtay in his place until 
the Commiſſary has counted them, and 
that the Bell has rung, which 1s the ſig- 

nal for them to withdraw and go out. 
The Major likewiſe takes care to ſee 
the Tables of the Officers, who go to 
Dinner and Supper after the Soldiers 
are ſerved and gone away, in their own 
Ref:ories apart (where there are now 
Eight large Oval Tables ), all filled 
with Twelve a-piece ; but in regard 
that the number of Tables is not fuffi- 
cient for that of the Officers, which is 
lately much increaſed, the ſupernume- 
rary ones are obliged to Eat in one of 
the Soldiers Refectories that is neareſt 
them, until there be vacant places at 
any of the other Tables, which the An- 
cientelt of thoſe laſt come in, are to 
take poſſeſſion of, when the Major ad- 
vertiſes him or them of it; to the end 
that all jealouſies and quarrels that on 
this occafion might ariſe amongſt the 
Officers may be avoided. .And when 
there is any difference © that ariles a- 
mongſt them , the Major takes cogni- 
Zance of it, and makes his report to the 
Governor ; bur if the difference ariſe 
derwixt the Major and the Officers, the 
Ancienteſt 
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Ancienteſt Officer 15 obliged to ac- 
quaint the Gotericr 5. the Kim's 
Lieutenant with it. 

The Major takes likewiſe care that 
IWod be delivered to the two Cors-de- 
Gard, from the firlt day of Newmber to 
the laſt day of V{rc, and is to name a 
Soldier to make the portions and diſtri- 
butions of the ſame every day. 

The Major and 4id-Majors, after Sup- 
per, place the Centin:ls in all the paſla- 


 ges of the Houſe, to obſerve whether 


the Soldiers that are not of the Reform- 
ed Religion do go to Prayers that are 
ſaid immediately after Supper ; hetakes 
notice of all he finds in the Chambers 
of the Officers or Soldiers that die, and 
makes an Inventory in preſence of ſome 
Witneſſes, and carries all to his Maga- 
zine, to diſpoſe of every thing accord- 
ing to the laſt Will and Teſtament of 
the Deceas'd , whereunto the Crrar or 
Confeſſor ſet their hands, to the end 
that a Faichful account may be givento 
the Heirs, if any appear; and if none 
does, the Goods are Sold by Ou:cry,and 
the Money they come to, 15 employed 
in ſaying of Prayers for the Soul of the 
Deceas's cording to the Order that 
is commonly given thereupon. In ſhort, 
the Major is obliged ts cauſe to be

The Gewernment of the 


punctually obſerved all the Ordinances 
publiſhed in the Iouſe, and ro make 
his report of thoſe that infringe or coun- 
tervene any of them, to the Gevernor, 
or to the Kirg's Lieutenant 1n his ab- 
ſence. 

Whilſt the Houſe was a building,there 
was a Comptreller of the Works eſtabliſhed, 
who was to take care of, and have a 
watchful eye upon the Workmen, and 
all that related to the Structure of the 
Houſe ; his buſineſs was to examine all 
the Materials, to reje&t what he found 
not to have the conditions and qualif- 
cations requiſite ; he was to be careful 
that all things were done and placed 
according to the rules of Art, and ac- 
cording to the agreement and deſign 
that had been made. But now that 
the Building is finiſhed, his employment, 
at preſent, 1s to ſee that all Reparations 
be made in due time, and in manner as 
chey ougat ; he keeps an account of all 
thoſe who work for the keeping it in 
repair, and obliges them to- good and 
ſubſtantial work according to contract, 
and gets them to be paid at the end of 
every quarter, upon the Certificate he 
givesthem to be carried to the Diretors, 
whothereupon Sign an Orderto the Trea- 
{«rer of the Houſe for the Payment of it. 

Before 
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Before the Building of this Hoſpital, 
the Invalid Officers and Soldiers were 
lodged in a private Houſe that was large 
and convenient enough, and continued 
chere until the Hoſpital was made Lodg- 
able and fit to receive them ; during 
that time a Cemptro/er was appointed for 
the Oceconumy of that Houſe , who 
bought all thz Proviſions and every 
thing necſary, as well for their Dier, 
as for the Cloathing and entertainment 
of all the Officers and Soldiers: Bue 
after that the 'Hoſpiral was made Lodg- 
able, there, were Mufter Purveyors {et- 
led, who wer? to furniſh every thing 
made uſe of in the Houſe, and that 
was of daily conſumption ; Bargains 
were made, and Contracts paſt about 
the quantity and quality of every thing 
needful, betwixt thoſe Maſter-Purveyors, 
and the Adminiſtrator-General * for te 
time and place agreed upon, as is elfe- 
where more particularly ſpecified in this 
Treatiſe. So that by this means the 
Comptroler was diſcharged of the trouble 
and care he had betore ; and gpplies 
bimſelf to nothing elſe now, but to re- 
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who has the ſame Inſtructions and Or- 
ders, and exerciſes the ſame Charge in 
all that relates to the Oeconomy and Police 
of Victuals, and other expences of the 
Houſe ; they labour and a&tconjundtly 
in examining, viſiting, and receiving 
all the Provitions and Goods that ſerve 
for the maintenance and entertainment 
of all the :va/:4 Officers and Soldiers in 
the Houſe, to the end that the Maſter- 
Purveyers may not deliver any thing that 
i5 not of the quality and quantity agreed 
upon by the Contracts ; of all which the 
Commiſ/ary takes care to keep the Bills 
and Schedules, tro be compared and con- 
fronted together, and examined at the 
Council with the CemPtroler's Regiſters 
and Accomprs, that are Stated by the Dr- 
refers. And it is for this purpoſe that 
the Perters have Orders to ſtop at the 
Gate cvery thing coming into the 
Houſe for the Suſtenance, Service, or 
Uſe of it, and to ſend a Soldier off of 
the Guard to givenotice to the Commy/- 
ſary, that he may come and viſit, and 
ſee if the Goods ſtopp'd are of thequality 
and condition agreed uponin their Bar- 
ains ; and if they be not, the Comptro- 
r and Commiſſary have power to ſend 
back thoſe Goods and Commodiries, 
and to oblige the Prrwezors to bring 
others 
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others better qualified and corditioned 
in their place. And if in the uſe and 
conſumption of thoſe Proviſions, any 
Fraudis perceived, either inthe Weight, 
Meaſure, or Quality, they reprimand 
the Purveyors for it; and if they han- 
pen to commit the ſame fault again, 
they are oblized to inform tho in i- 
ſtrator-General , who thereupon -ives 

der to the Dire&ors, that the Maitcr- 
Purveyor be fined and amerſed accord- 
ing to the determination of the Admi- 
niſtrator ; ſo that the Comrrr/ler and 
Commiſſary ought to be preſeat at the 
receiving of all the Proviftions that are 
conſumed in the Houſe, and keep an 
exact account, and lay the ſame before 
the Council, where the Dir:fors exa- 
mine all che Expences, and give Order 
for the Payment of the ſame at every 
Month's end, upon the Bills and Sche- 
dules that are preſented to them. 

The Comprtroler is alſo to give the Offi- 
cers and Soldiers, when the time be- 
comes due, a Note to have New Cloaths, 
Hats, Shoes, Stockings, and other necef- 
faries,to the end that upon the producing 
of theſe Notes Signed by him, and by 
the Secretary, (which is a mark that the 
time for having thoſe things is. elapſed 
and paſſed , ſince that the Secretary 
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keeps a faithful and exact Regiſter there- 
of ) the Merchant-Purveyors may give 
them thoſe Goods, which the Commiſ- 
ſary takes care to examine, and ſee if 
they have the requiſite qualifications. 

The Commiſſary docs alſo every Friday 
make a ver» 1n all the Chambers and 
other places of the Houſe, to know the 
number of Officzrz and Soldiers, and 
ſends the Rel! of this Review to the Ad- 
mmiſtrator-"3eneral in what place ſoever 
he is, giving an account of the ſame 
next day to the Council, at the cloſe 
whereof the Secretary g1Ves him the 
Names, Quality, and Number of Officers 
and Soldiers that have bcen received and 
admitted the ſame day, to enter and 
ſet them down upon his Roll of Review, 
that they may have Dyet, Lodging , 
and other neceſſary things. - 

The Gommiſ/ary aflifts alſo, and is 
preſentart all the Meals in theRefettories, 
numbers all che Officers and Soldiers 
there, to the end that he may meaſure 
out and proportion the Victuals, and ſet 
down the account of what real con- 
ſumption there is made in the Houſe 
every day, and takes care to examine 
the whole Service that is neceſlary for 
them, and is watchful to ſee that the 
haye their Vicuals as good and w 

con- 
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conditioned as is poſlible , and of the 
Quality and Quantity that is allowed 
them. He goes every day about Ten a 
Clock 1n the Morning to count the Pri- 
ſoners, and cauſes to be given them c- 
very two days a Loaf of Bread to every 
one of them, as to the Soldiers. All 
this he doesto keep an cxact Account of 
all chings, and that nothing may eſcape 
his Knowledg, and that one may know 
to the leaſt thing , what is conſumed 
or uſed every day at every Meal. He 
takes care likewiſ: to CxXaminc and view 
all the Work that is done in- the 2am 
faturies, and other Work-houſcs in the 
Hoſpical, that all may go on towards 
the employing and advantage of the 
Soldiers , according to the Orders and 
Intention of the AdminiFratcr-Genera!, 
And in regard it is pretty difficult to bz 
able to atrend all theſe things exactly, 1;- 
has obtain'd an ;ſ{/ant ro bear a part and 
ſhare with him in the Trouble and Care 
incumbent upon him,and to do the ſame 
Function, in caſe of the Commiſſaries 
Sickneſs or Abſence. 

The Secretary's Province comes nex: 
to be conſidered, and that is to make 
an Extratt of all the Paſsports and Cer- 
tificates of the Service of thoſe who pre- 
ſent themſelves to'be received into the 
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Hoſpital, and to bring the ſame the firſt 
day the Council meets, which is every 
Saturday in tie Year , about Four a 
Clock in the Afternoon, where he reads 
aloud the Narnes of thoſe who deſire to 
be admitted. And the Council having 
examin'd the Certificate, the Directors 
write on the Margin of every Extra, 
Received or Refuſed; ſpecifying the Rea- 
ſons why they deſerve not to be admit- 
ted, and giving them ſometimes Money 
to help them to go into their own 
Country, in proportion to the diſtance 
of Place. He pives then the Names, - 
Sir-names, and Qualifications of thoſe 
that have been received, to the Major, 
that he may ſee them Lodged, and that 
the Officer of the Wardrobe and Stores , 
may give them the Linnen that 1s ne- 
ceſlary for them. He does the ſame 
thing in regard of the Comprroller, that 
the Invalids may go and receive at his 
Office ſome other neceſſary things that 
he is obliged to furniſh. He is alſo to 
give the Commiſſary a Liſt of the num- 
ber and quality of thoſe that are ad- 
mitted, that he may regulate and ap- 
point the Allowance of Bread and 
Wine. And at the cloſe of the Coun- 
cil, he preſents a Book to the Directors, 
where is ſet down the: Number and 
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Qualities of thoſe that are received, at 
the Bottom of which they make a Flau- 
riſh and ſet their Mark to it. He pives 
the Diretters afrerward a Copy ot the 
Reception , with the Rewiew that was 
made the Evening before, ro be ſent. 
to the Adminiſtrator-General, who by this 
means is fully informed of the Number 
of People that is in the Houſe. He 
makes up, and ſtates the Accounts every 
Weck, of all the Proviſions and Expen- 
ces of the Houſe, upon the Memorials 
and Bills of thoſe whoſe Buſineſs it is 
to write and fet down this Expence, 
and preſents the ſame to the Dire#ors, 
that they may Stare and Sign them af- 
ter they have examined and compared 
them with the Bulls and Reviews of the 
Commiſſary. Art the end of every 
Month he makes a Recapitulation of 
the Accounts of every Week, at the bot- 
tom of which there is the Dire&or's Or- 
der to go to the Treaſurer of the Houſe 
to be paid for all that has been furniſhr 
the preceeding Month. Seeing the Sol- 
Gciers have leave to go abroad three 
times a Week, and ſome every Day ; 
for this purpoſe it is thar the Secretary 
gives them a Ticket or Note fign'd by 
the Governor, where their Name is fer 
down, and the Days of their going 4 
road, 
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broad, without which the Porters would 
ſtop them, when they offer to go out 
at the Gate. He likewiſe delivers the 
Licenſes and Paſsports made under the 
Governor's Name to the Soldiers, who 
deſire leave to go into the Country for 
their Private Affairs; to thoſe who abdi- 
cate, and will ſtay no longer in the 
Houſe; to thoſe who being cured of their 
Wounds, deſire to enter again into Ser- 
vice, whereof he keeps a Regiſter, as 
well as of thoſe who have Deſerted, or 
gone away without leave; as alſo, of 
thoſe who have been turn'd out for ſome 
Crime; and laſtly, of all chat dye.. Mon- 
day in every Week he Counterſigns all 
the Notes that the Comptroller gives to 
thoſe that the time of having of Cloaths 
is become due. Every three Months he 
makes a State of the Wages and Sallaries 
due to tne Domeſtick Officers, and 
Serving-men in the Houſe; at the foot 
whereof the Directors ſign an Order to 
the Treaſurer to pay the ſame forth- 
with , which -is punctually complied 
with. He keeps an exact Regiſter of 
all the Goods that are furniſhe to the In- 
walids, and makes a State of the ſame 
every Three Months : Moreover he 
keeps a Regiſter cf all the Goods and 
Funiture of the Houſe, and of als 
: / : | wno 
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who have furniſhe them, to be as a 
Comptroale and Check upon the Ward- 
Robe and Store-Keepers, In fine, the Sc- 
cretary is the Depoſitary of all the Deeds , 
Papers, Charters, Regiſters, and Memort- 
als that concern the Hoſpital, and keeps 
them as Authentick Records and Preces , 
to ſerve for Vouchers of all that paſſes 
there. He has a very good Apartment 
for his Lodgings ; a Sallary of Six 
hundred Crowns per Ammum , and his 
Diet, Firing, and Candle from the 
Houſe. 


ART. IIL. 


Of the Subaltern and Inferior Officers 
of the Hoſe. 


Ho all the Inhabitants of this Royal 
Hoſpital have hitherto behaved 
themſelves orderly enough , and = 
form'd their Duty to the general fatis- 
faction of all; and that there be no 
great need of reſtraining them by the 
Rigor and Severity of Juſtice ; how- 
ever there is Proviſion made againſt 
what may happen of Diſorder or Miſ- 
demanours. And for that purpoſe there 
15 eſtabliſhe in the Houſe a Provef# Mar- 
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ſhal, and Five Archers or Attendants a 
Horſe-back, one whereof ferves him 
{mr a Clark; all theſe Officers are cho- 
ſ:n amongſt the leaſt Iwalids. The 
Provott walks hjs Rounds up and down 
the Houſe with his Artendants follow- 
ing him, all Sundays and Holidays , to 
ſee and obſerve that all the Roman Ca- 
tholicks go to Church. He is preſenr 
at all the Meals in the Refe&ories to pre- 
vent all Quarrels, and to ſuppreſs or 
puniſh all Diſorders that may happen in 
thoſe times. He Vilitsall the Publick 
Places, as the Manufacturies and Work- 
houſes, where the Iwva/ids are at Work; 
to hinder all Diſputes that may ariſe a- 
mongſt the Soldiers. Every Evening 
he makes his Viſit with his Archers to 
ſee they go all to Prayers after Supper. 
In the day-time he gets a Horſeback, 
and Rides abour all the Neighbourhood 
and Avenues of the Hoſpital , all the 
Highways and the Dependencies of the 
Houſe, to obſerve the Conduct and Be- 
haviour of the Soldiers, and-to ſeize on 
ſuch as commit any Inſolency or Diſ- 
order, either in City or Village. He 
keeps a Liſt of all:thoſe that have been 
accuſed or conviet- of any Crime or 
Miſdemanour, or been puniſht with a- 
ny Penalty, that he may-have recourſe 
thereunts 
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thereunto upon occaſion. In ſhort,when 
he ſurpriſes any one in ſome notable 
Fault, he puts him into the Priſon of the 
Houſe ; at the Mayor's inſtance the Go- 
vernour is inform'd of it, and a Verbal 
Proceſs drawn up, the Council of War 
is inſtructed about it , which is com- 
monly held in the Governor's Apart- 
ment ; the Proceſs is reported in pre- 
ſence of the Judges, and of the Delin- 
quent; and after Interrogatories made 
upon the Proofs and Depolitions of Wit- 
neſſes, the Prove# colletts the Votes , 
cauſes the Sentence to be drawn up by 
his Clerk, and makes it to be immedi- 
ately executed upon the Place, without 
any Appeal or Delay. 
The Keeper of the Wardrobe or Stores Store-Kee-- 
' 15 one of the Officers the moſt imploy'd ?”: 
in the Houſe, whether for the Extent 
of his Charge, or for the Diligence and 
Exactneſs this Employment requires. | 
His buſineſs is to rake and diſtribute 
" all the Linen neceſſary, as well for 
the Officers, as for the Soldiers, for 
their Tables, Beds, and Wearing-Lin- 
nen. 
As ſoon as an Officer is received in- Hi: Office 
to the Houſe, his Linnen is carried to 
him to his Chamber- where he is to 
Lodge; and- when it's a Soldier, he 
brungs 


The Government. of the 


brings a Note from the Major tothe Store- 
keeper , who gives him beſides the neceſ- 
fary Urenſils -- his Chamber, a Pair of 
Sheets, T'wo Shirts,Two Pair of Drawers,Two 
Pair of Stirrup-ſtockings, Two Pair of Socks, 
Two Night-Caps, Two Cravats, Two Nap- 
kins , ſo as the Soldier may give one of 
theſe Garnitures to be waſht whilſt he 
wears the other. And to make this Di- 


. tribution with order and diſpatch, there 


is carried every Month to every Of- 
ficer's Chamber a Pair of Sheets, and 
every Swiday Morning a Garniture of 
Clean Linnen , and that which is left 
off is carried away. And whereas it is 
a very hard matter to give to above 
Two thouſand Perſons every one their 
Linnen in particular; they have divided 
all che Soldiers into Six Cantons, and 
give a Tie/day to one Canton from Six 
in the Morning till Nine, Sheets market 
with the Stamp of that Canton ; and 
the next Tie/day to another Canton , 
and fo of the reſt, ſo that all have Clean 
Sheets every Six Weeks without Confu- 
ſion. 

And as concerning the reſt of the 
Linnen , they are obliged every Saturday 
from Five in the Morning all Eleven, 
to carry to the Wardrobe-Keeper , a 
compleat Garnitwre of their Foul Lin- 
nen, 
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nen, that they may receive a Clean 
one for it. The Kitchin-Servanes, and 
thoſe that ſerve in the RefeRories, come 
likewiſe ſome certain Days of every 
Week, and bring him all the Foul Lin- 
nen by retail, and receive Clean in lieu 
of it. He takes care alſo to ſend every 
Evening to the Infirmeries and to the 
Chambers of thoſe that happen to fall 
Sick, to receive all their Foul Linnen, that 
he may ſend them back Clean Linnen 
for them. As concerning thoſe who 
go out of the Houſe into the Country, 
or go away for good-and-all, no Per- 
mi or Licenſe is granted them be- 
fore they have delivered to the Store- 
keeper all their Impliments and Uten- 
fils, viz. their Sheets, and one of their 
Garnitures of Linnen, the other being 
allowed them to keep and carry away 
with them. He alfo takes care in Sort- 
ing and Folding the Linnen, to lay by 
what wants Mending , or is good for 
nothing, buttodreſs theSickand Wound- 
ed with. 

He gives to the ſeveral Servants be- 
longing to the Refettories , a certain 
quantity of Veſſels, markt with ſo ma- 
ny difterent Marks as there are Per- 
fons who have need of them, fo that 
one carinot take that which belongs to 

G another; 
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another ; and every one of theſe Ser- 
vants is to take care of his own Diviſi- 
on , and carries back the Plates and 
Cups that can be of no further uſe, to 
the Keeper of the Stores, who changes 
the ſame every three Months , and fur- 
niſhes the Chambers with all neceſſary 
things anew. 

The Purveyors make an Agreement to 
furniſh all the Fowl neceſſary for the b:- 
firmeries, for the Sick and Wounded , 
and for the Great Kitchin for the Of- 
ficers Tables on thoſe Days it is allow- 
ed them to have Meat. As alfo to fur- 
niſh all things belonging to the Tables, 
except Bread, Wine, Butcher's Meat, 
Salt, Wood, and Candles, for which 
there are other Purveyors contracted 
with. 

There is alſo a Baker ſetled in the 
Houſe, having a Bake-Houſe , furniſhe 
with all the neceſſary Utenſils and Con- 
veniencies that can be deviſed. He has 
undertaken by Contract to furniſh Bread 
according to the quantity of Corn that 
is delivered to him, and charges himſelf 
by Inventory with all the ſaid Utenſils, 
which he is to deliver back in as good 
Condition as he receives them, at the 
end of his Contract. He has Lodging 
for himſelf, and his Servants, Garrets, 
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Chambers, Oven, and all that's nece{- 
ſary for the conveniency of a well-con- 
trived Bake-Houſe. He receives from 
the Commiſ/ary and Comptroller the Mea- 
ſure of Corn, call'd a Seprier, ( which 
contains about Four Buſhels and a half 
of London-meaſure) of pure Wheat, on 
che foot of Two hundred and thirty 
pound weight , for which he is to deli- 
ver back Two hundred twenty five 
pound weight of Bread ; that is to ſay, 
one Eighth part #hite, like the Goneſ/e- 
Bread, for the Officers of the Houſe, and 
for the Sick and Wounded in the Infr- 
mery; and the other Seven parts of good 
Houſhold Bread for the Soldiers, as well 
as for the Domeſtick and Menial Ser- 
Servants; ſo that all the Bran coming 
from the ſaid Corn, is fog the Baker's 
Uſe and Profit, and he may diſpoſe of 
it as he pleaſes, as well as what remains 
over and above, after the delivery of 
the Two hundred twenty five pound of 
Bread, in manner aforeſaid according 
to his Contract. All the Overplus that 
is for his Wages, and for his Servants, 
and to defray the Charges of Baking, 
and paying for the Wood, is paid him 
every Quarter , at the Rate that the 
Corn was at the firſt hand, that was 
furniſhed to him, to the end that the 
(3 2 Over- 
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Orerplus of Corh may continue always 
good to the Houſe. There was Anno 
1682. baked in the Houſe above a Muid 
of Corn a day, which is above Two 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ſixty pound 
weight of Bread; (for there are Twelve 
Seprzers in the Muid of Corn) there bein 
in the Houſe then about Two honkad 
brualids. 

The Baker makes the delivery of the 
IWhite Bread to the Butler, at Six a Clock 
in the Morning for the Officers, of the 
Heuſhold-Bread for the Soldiers at Nine; 
and at Seven at Night for the Sick and 
Wounded in the Infirmeries. And the 
Policy is fo well contrived, that there are 
Scales and Weights placed at both ends 
of the Refe&orres, where the Soldiers 
have the Liberty and Conveniency of 
weighing their Bread, if they happen 
to doubt of its full weight : For when 
a Loaf is delivered in the Refe&ories, and 
other Places, that is not of full weight, 
the Commiſſary gives a Crown-piece to 
the Soldier, whoſe Loaf is to be weigh- 
ed, or is not of weight, which is a Fine 
to be paid at the Baker's Charges; but 
if -it happens that the Bread is not of 
the Goodneſs and Quality that it ought, 
the Baker is to be ſeverely Reprimand- 
cd for it the firſt time; and if ir comes 
to 
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to paſs that he does fo again, the Com- 
wi{/ary 15 to acquaint the DireFers, that 
the Adminiftrator-Gen.rail being informed 
thereof, may give Order for Fining and 
Amercing the Baker according to the 
Merit of the Fraud and Abuſe he may 
have committed. This fort of Penal- 
ty turns to the Account of the Soldiers , 
to whom the Dire&ors order it to be di- 
ſtributed in the Ref&#ories , whilſt they 
are all at Table, and it's regulated in 
—_— to the Number then pre- 
ent. 


ART. IV. 
The Method obſerved in buyin? of Corn, 


and other Proviſions conſumed in 
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HE Adminifrator-General ſends in- 

to the Countries, where generally 

the beſt and fineſt Corr: is to be had at 
ſome certain times when they can make 
the beſk Purchaſe, and with the great- 
eſt Oeconomy ; of all which Corn he 
cauſes Proofs and Samplers to be ſent 
him, upon which the Directors he has 
choſen for the Adminiſtration of the 
Hoſpital make 'an Agreement with the 
(3 3 Mer- 
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Merchants about the Price , and that 
the Corn fo agreed upon be delivered 
at the Stairs of the River before the 
Houſe, ſafe and well-conditioned, con- 
form to the Samplers and Patterns 
which are put into the Hands of the 
Commiſſary and Comprroler 5 who have 
orders to receive the ſame fo qualift'd. 
So that the Corn-Merchants are obliged 
to deliver the Corn meaſured in Sacks 
at the Landing-place before the Houſe, 
after which the Houſe takes care to have 
the fame carried into the Granaries of 
the Houſe on the Backs of the Strong- 
eſt and Ableſt E:valids. But as to other 
Corn, it is bought of Private Perſons, 
or which the 4dmin:fraror himſelf takes 
care ſometimes to buy upon the place; 
and where he does, he agrees with the 
Inhabitants and with Watermen for the 
Carriage of it, both by Land , and by 
Water , till it be brought before the 
TIouſe, and delivered good and well- 
conditioned, according to the Samplers 
already received. And for the greater 
Safety and Security , the Admin;ſtrator- 
General orders one of the Guards of the 
Irval:ds to be ſent to the Place where 
che Corn is bought, who is to take 
care and ſez that it ke well done up, 


and put on Board the Boats, and kept 


well 
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well and dry. He is likewiſe charged 
with the Samplers of the ſame Corn 
that the Bargain is made about, and 
is never to be from the Corn Nighe nor 
Day, until it arrives at the Stairs of the 
Hoſpital, that he may be witneſs to all 
that may happen to it in the way. 
When it is brought to the Stairs, it 1s 
meaſured by whom they pleaſe, pro- 
vided it be done by Perſons who un- 
derſtand it. And as the Heſpital is free 
and exempted from all Town, Bridge, 
and other Duties , the Adminiſtrator-Ge- 
neral has made an Agreement with the 
Officers, Meaſure-Maſters, granting them 
the half of what is given them at Pars, 
for their pains of meaſuring only. This 
Agreement is made, to the end that 
neither the Merchants nor the Houſe 
may have cauſe of complaining of the 
Meaſure, becauſe theſe are Men ſworn 
to their Office, and to do Juſtice, and 
are daily employ'd in buſineſs of this 
kind. When the Corn is thus meaſured, 
it's carried in Carts from the Warter-lide 
up to the Houſe, and thoſe Inwalids who 
are ableſt to bear them , do carry the 
Sacks into the Granaries of the Houſe, 
which are fo fine and large that they 
are capable of containing above Four 
hundred Muids of Corn, ( which is a-

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the Corn.

The Government of the 


bout Twenty- one thouſand -fix hun- 
dred Buſhels, or Two thouſand ſeven 
hundred Quarters , London meaſure) or 
a years Proviſion of Corn. When it 
is in the Granaries, the Baker takes care 
to ſee it often turned and ſtirrd, that 
it may receive no damage, and be well 
kept, for it is he who is charged with ic 
then, it being all delivered into his truſt 
by meaſure. 


ART. V. 


Of the Butchery, and Method of 
Buying of Cattle for the Proviſion 
of the Houſe. 


Here is alſo a Butchery fetled in 

the Incloſure of the Hoſpiral, with 

all the Utenſils and neceſſary Accom- 
modations to it; and the Butcher, who 
has undertaken to furniſh the Houſe 
with Meat, is charged with all thoſe 
Utenſils by Inventory , which he 1s te 
deliver back again in good Condition 
at the end of the cime of his Contrae. 
He has Lodgings for himſelf , and his 
Servants; a Houſe with Thirty Sre4s to 
hold fo many Oxev, and as many Cadves 
Sheepcote for Six hundred Sheep, a great 


Caldron 
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Caldron with Cocks to ſupply him with 
Water at command for all his occaſi- 
ons, ( the Water is conveyed by Pi 
from the Water-Machine that furniſhes 
the whole Houſe) and a Hall to melt 
his Tallow in, and make Candles. E- 
very Ox that he kills ſhould weigh Six 
hundred weight, every Calf Fifty pound 
weight, and every Mutton Thirty ; he 
is obliged to deliver rhree parts of Beef, 
and one of Veal and Mutton , and all at 
the rate of Three pence the pound one 
with the other, in manner as is ſpeci- 
fied in the Contra made with him for 
Six rp He weighs the Body of the 
Beaſt al entire , that is to lay, the Oxen 
in Quarters, and the Yea! and Mutton 
whole and entire; the other parts of 
every Calf, namely, the Head, the 
Pluck, and the Fees, at the rate pet Five 
pound weight, and the Ermtrails of eve- 
Sbeep for one pound only: He is al- 
7 obliged ro weigh with the reſt of 
the Meat, all the Ox-chbeeks freed from 
Bones, and the reſt of the Head, toge- 
ther with the 7ripes ; the Feer of the (x- 
en and Sheep, as alſo the Hides and 
Skins belong to the Butcher, who gets 
them to be carried and diſpaſed of 
as he thinks beſt. He is likewiſe obli- 
ged for the greater Cleanline(s = as 
oule, 
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Houſe, to cauſe to be carried away in- 
to the Fields, the Blood, and all other 
Immundiciti's that come from the Sluyh- 
ter-houſe and Butchery, as by Contract 
he is bound. All the Car:le he buys 
and brings into the Houſe for the uſe 
of it, are exempted from all Duties of 
Entries , and other Impoſitions , call'd , 
Droit de pied Feurchee , fuch as Five or 
Six Shillings on every Ox, Fifty Solz on 
every Calf, and Thirty ſeven Solz, on eve- 
ry Sheep, &c. He is obliged ordinarily 
to Carry to the great Kitchin about Ele- 
ven a Clock in the Forenoon, every 
days allowance of Fleſh , where the 
Comptroller and Commiſ[ary, together with 
the Maſter-Cook, receive the ſame, to ſee 
and examine whether it be of the Weight 
and Quality it ought to be; then the 
cauſe it to be cut out by the Butcher's 
Servants, and they keep a Memorial of 
the Quantity that is furniſh'd, that they 
may be able to render an Account of 
the ſame every Saturday to the Council, 
rogether with what is delivered to the 
Devore Siſters for the Kitchin in the I- 
firmery , for the uſe of the Sick and 
Wounded. The Dire&ors do every fort- 
night give an Order to the Butcher to 
be paid. 


There 
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There is conſumed in the Houſe, for Dail con- 
the Officers and Soldiers only, above /-"P*m of 
Twothouſand weight of Butchers Meat "yp _ 
every Fleſh day, without reckoning *' 
what is conſumed by the AM':ſſionary 
Prieſts, the Governor, and ſome other 
Domeſtick Officers, who have their own 
ſeparate Proviſions at their own 
Charges ; infomuch that the weekly 
conſumption made in the Houſe, a- 
mounts to Twenty great Oxen, Twenty 
Calves, and One hundred Sheep, or there- 
abouts. 

The Butcher is, beſides, obliged to 
fupply the Houſe with all the Candles Candler, 
that are conſumed In it, at the rate of 
Six Solz and half the Pound ; they fur- 
niſhing him all the neceſſary utenſils 
and conveniencies to do it with; and 
there is about Elwo thouſand Pound 
weight of Candles ſpent every year in 
the Houſe, beſides the Lamps that are 
uſed in ſeveral places of it: And if it 
happen that the Burcher furniſhes either 
ill Meat or Candles, and no ways an- 
ſwerable to the Goodneſs and Price a- 
greed on by Contra, he is firſt to be 
admoniſhed thereof and reprimanded; 
and if he does not give other Goods of 
better condition in their place , they 
ſend elſewhere to buy of the beſt at his 

Expence, 
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Expence, for the firſt and ſecond fault; 
but if he will continue to do fo after- 
wards , they make him undergo the 
ſame Penalties and Fines that are infli- 
&ed upon the Purveyors and Tradel- 
men belonging to the Houſe, whereof 
mention is made elſewhere. 

The Mea? Generally ſpeaking, there is no where 

gue. in France better Meat eat than what 1s 
furniſhed for this Houſe ; .the beſt Cat- 
tel that can be brought out of Germany, 
Normandy , Poittou, Lime, and other 
places, whence the Butcher has great 
Droves every year, that he {ends for in- 
to thoſe Countries to be bougat for the 
uſe of the Houſe ; and for their better 
Feeding and Fatning, the King has 
bought all the Ficlds near the Houſe, 
which are now converted into Paſture 
and Meadovs. 

Cattel It is to be obſerved, that none of 

brought i=- the Cartel is brought into the Houſe at 

Feaſe axe. 2DY Of the three Comms Court-Gates, 

ther way. but by another private one, on the 
right hand of the whole H as you 
come in, an{wering to the private 
Gate of the Governor on the left. It 
15 alſo by the fame Gate that he carries 
out and empties in Carts ail the Intral; 
and Immundicities of his Butchery and 
Slaugbter-houſe ; for his Slarghtercbouſe 
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and another low Houſe joining to it, 
with a little Yard, are out of the firſt 
Precin&ts of the Hoſpital it ſelf, but 
within the ſecond Incloſure on the 
back-ſide of it : The Butchery is Paved 
with large broad Stones, and the Water 
comes as freely into it, as into the 
—_— for the keeping it ſweet and 
clean.

Of the Method obſerved in Buying of 
Wine, and of the Butler's Office mn 
the Diſtribution thereof. 

N D as concerning the Wine, 
A proviſion is made of that by con- 
tract with the Wine-Merchants, to fur- 
niſh the Houſe with the neceſſary 
Quantity at a certain rate the Muid, or 
Barrel (according to the years of Plenty 
or Scarcity of Wine that occaſion the 
Cheapneſs or Dearneſs thereof )to bede- 
livered upon the Stillings in the Cellars 
of the Houſe, Ranged, well Heoped, tilled, 
Good, and well-corditioned. which 
the Comprroler and Commiſ/ary, together 
with the Maſter-5utler, and Wine-Mer- 
chants, Taſte the Wine, and try if it be 
of the Goodneſs and Quality agreed 

upon ; 
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upon : And if any be found Spoiled, 
not Good, or Merchanrable, it is re- 
jected, and returned back immediately 
on the Merchants Account : And of 
that which is found Good, after having 
Gaged and reduced-it into Mmids, the 
Commiſſary and Comptroler make a Calcu- 
lation of the quantity and number of 
Pieces that are in the Cellars, and give 
a Certificate thereof to the Merchants 
to be carried to the Dire&ers; upon 
which they give them an Order to 
be paid by the Treaſurer of the Houſe. 

It is to be obſerved, That the Wine- 
Merchants are exempted from all duties 
of Entries, paſſage of Bridges, and from 
all other Impoſitions whatſoever; and are 
obliged only ro ſtand to the firſt origi- 
nal Price of the Wine upon the place 
where it grows and is made; and to 
take care to have it ſafely carried and 
conveyed, ſo as to deliver the ſame in- 
to the Cellars of the Houſe, a good and 
Merchantable Commodity. 

The Occonomy that is obſerved in this 
is Wing, Way of Buying Wine is ſo conſiderable, 

that ſomerimes they have very good 
Whitewine of Anjou, and other places, 
at the rate of 15 Livers, 1. e. 1/. 25. 6d. 
the Muid, delivered and placed on the 
S:illings in the Cellars of the Houſe, all 
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Carriage, Lighterage, and other neceſſa- 
ry Charges paid and included therein. 
Nay, ſometime ſince, they have had 
ſome thar did not ſtand them in above 
Ekwven Livers , 1.e. 17 s. 6 d. the 
Muid, which truly was not altogether 
ſo good, becauſe the years were not 
very kindly, or favourable. 

Having thus in ſhort, given an ac- 
count of the method and way of Pur- 
chaſing the Wine; it will not be amiſs 
to inform you, how it is diſpoſed of 
by Retail after it is delivered into the 
Butler's poſſeflion. The Butler have 
the management and ordering of the 
Cellars; the preſervation and con- 
ſumprion of Wine , with all other 
things that relate to that Office, the 
Maſter-Butler is charged with : He takes 
care of, and is entruſted with all the 
Wine that is laid in the Cellars; he is 
obliged to keep a Regiſter of the ſame, 
and to give an account of the particu- 
lar diſtribution he makes of it ; he is 
obliged ro keep the Casks and Veſſels in 
_— repair, and without leaking, and 
to ſee to the Hooping of them, when 
they want it, and is to provide every 
thing needful for the preſervation of 
the Wine, and againſt all accidents ; 
hehas therefore givea him all the empty 

ks, 
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Casks, and what remains of the 
Lres and Grounds of Veſſels , after the 
Houſe has been ſerved with what they 
think fie to employ for the making of 
Spirits for the uſe of the lfirmery for the 
Medicines prepared there , nd for the 
Seowring of Veſſels in the Kitchen and Of- 
feces : I fay , all that remains of Lees after 
what the Ifirmeries and Offices uſe, be- 
longs to the Burler to be diſpoſed of as 
he thinks beſt. 

They lay into the Cellars about One 
thouſand hve hundred Muids of Wine, 
Which is the quantity that is uſed every 
Yeat, every Muid of Wine holds Seven- 
ty two Gallos , and Three of them 
make 4 7mm; fo that the Proviſion of 
one Yeat is about Five hundred Tim of 
Wine. 

The Butler is to be careful to viſit all 
the Veſſels of Wine in the Cellars twice 
2a day : Ar half an hour after Five in 
the Morning he goes down to the Cel- 
lars to draw the Wine with Five Ser- 
yants, by whom the Wine is carried in 
large Facks , every one carrying Two 
Facks into the Three Offices and Butre- 


diftriburmg ,;,, where there are Six very large Ci- 
te PIa. frerns or Fountains that holds about Four 


Muids , for the Proviſion of each day. 
At the ſame time comes one of che

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it out by Picce and Number to the 
Menial Servants who wait on the Offi- 
cers Tables ; and it is to him that ac- 
count is given of all the Plates 'of the 
/ables ; it is he that diſtributes all the 
Rread and Hime, the Sallads, the Colla-' 
tics, the Deſerts, the Oy! and Vinegar ; 
and laſtly, all che Candles that by Weight 
and Count he receives from the Butcher,

AVING ſpoken of the Mafter- 

Butler and other Officers, and 
their Functions; it is but reaſ we 
ſhould ſay ſomething of thoſe that are 
employ'd in the Great Kitchen, which is 
the firſt and fundamental part of the 
Houſe. 

The Maſfter-Cook has under him ari Mafter- 
Alptant , and Three Servamts, with a Cou#'s Of- 
Skullery-Boy, who are employ'd to drels fee 
about Two thouſand pound weight of 
Butcber's Meat a day, beſides Fowl, and 
other things. They begin about Two 
or three in the Morning to put the 
Meat into the Boylers on the Fire; they 
uſe commonly five Boylers that are en- Boylery. 
chaſſed into great and middle-ſiz'd Fur- | 
naces, made on purpoſe on both ſides —_— 
of the Chimny, whereof ſome of thera 5,,.,; xr. 
are of a vaſt and ſurpriſing bigneſs, re- cher. 
ſembling in ſome manner Baſins,or Foun- 
teins in a Flover-Gorden for largeneſs ; 
theſe are deſfign'd —q boy! the Meat 6 

2 che 
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the Soldiers, and are capable of hold- 
ing beſides, ' Pottage enOugh for ſo great 
a number. The other leſſer Boylers are 
for the' Officers Tables, There are 0+ 
ther Conveniencies alſo in this Great 
Kitchen, that are very necceſlary for the 
keeping of it clean, and for the /eaſoring 
of the Meat and Sovpes that are dreſsd 
in the Pots and Boylers. There is alſo a 
very large Caldron, or Kettle, enchaſs'd 
in the Wall of the Chimny, that holds 
about a Hundred and fifry Gallons, and 
receives by Pipes and Cecks the cold Wa- 
ter from the Machine; this Ca!dron is 
heated by the ſame Fire of the Kitchen ; 
and the Water being hot, is diſtributed 
into all the Pots and Boylers, as much as 
the Cooks think convenient, by other 
Pires and Cacks that convey the ſame. 
This Caldron ſerves alſo to ſupply the 
Scullery that is behind the Chimny 
with hot Water, where there are Six 
Perſons always employed in waſhing all 
the Diſhes and Plates, and all the U- 
renſils of the Kitchen. There are beſides 
other neceſſary and convenient Cocks 
that furniſh cold Water, and carry the 
fame into the Pors and Boylers, as they 
have occaſion. 
Beſides all theſe advantagious contri- 
vances,there isin the ſame Kitchen a Wall, 
as 
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as in the next Court to {t, fo as they 
may never fail of Water, in caſe any 
Accident or Diſorder ſhould happen to 
the Pump that ſupplics the Houſe with 
Water. 
_ The Cooks take the Meat out of the Time and * 
Pots and Boylers about Light a, Clock in 79m of 
the Morning, to dreſs and divide jt into {4s 
Porcions; about Ten a Clock the Meſſes ſ;vving ir. 
are-prepared, and ready to be fcrved in 
at Eleven a Clock: And that they may 
be. the more exact in making thoſe Por- 
tions equal and of weight , fo as every 
one may have what is his due, they 
weigh firſt about half a dozen gf Portions 
that are placed before the Cooks to ſerve 
them as Patterns and Models, by which 
they are to, judge how the relt of the 
Portions of the like weight are to.be 
made, or. as ncar to them as poffible, 
About half an hour after Ten a Clock, 
the Pottage being made ready by the 
Cooks in the Boylers , the ſame 1s carried 
in large Portable Kettles by the Servants 
of the Refefories, who come into the 
Kitchen and carry it away into the Refe- 
tories, and fill all the Perringers that they 
find already ranged in order on the Ta- 
bles, and which the Soldiers take care 
to garniſh with Bread cut into them: 
Theſe Soupes are fo very good . that 
| 8 they 
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they who have the Curiofity to fee the 
ſame prepated, are ſurpriſed at it, be- 
cauſe of the great quantity that is ufed ; 
but it tmuſt alſo be confidered what cate 
is taken to have it ſo. For in all other 
Houſes the Cooks have a prevailing Cu- 
ftorn to take all tht Far ahd Dri pe of 
the boyl'd and roaſt Meat for thernfelves, 
as' being a Profit and Perquiſire of their 
Place, as they reckon it;, but hete-ir 1s 
otherwiſe ; wherefore that the Portage 
ſhould be fo much the hetter , ir is or- 
dered by the Adminiſfrator-General, that 
the CooE's Wagts ſhould be raiſed, 'as al- 
ſo that*&f his Servants, who ufed t6 
ſhare in that kind"of Profit, on condi- 
_ i ſhould not be oor tr 
rake or catry away the ing, of 
any precercs whalvever upon pain of 
being 'puniſh'd, and being eurned out 

acefilfy; ſo that they are obliged 
ro put into the Pors and Boylers, all the 
Gravy of the Meat, the Drippings of the 
roaſted, *nd all things whach they call 
Vails int the Kitchev., "And this is it that 
does a grear deal of good to ſo great a 
quamkty of Portage and _ , tho 
rok be x great deat of Meat boyled ih 


The Method of orderitig of Supper, 
3s this, they begih to boyl the Mear - 
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the Soldiers at Eleven a Clock, and a- 
bout Four in the Afternoon they make 
the Meſſes with the ſame carefulneſs 
that they do their Diner; at that hour 
they lay down the Roaſt Meat to the 
Fire for the Officers, and a certain 
niutmber of Soldiers in their earns. At 
Six a Clock the Supper of the Iwalid 
Soldiers is ſerved in. At half an hour 
after, thoſe on the Guard have theirs, 
which is Reaft Meat. At Seven the Offi- 
cets are ſerved. And at Eight the Dome- 
rick and Menial Servants. 

The Cooks have fat greater Trouble 
on Faſ?-dazs than on Fleſh-days. For on 
thoſe days there muſt be Four hundred 
pound of Butter , and abour Twelve 
thouſand Eggs a day , and a third part 
of a Minot of Salt, which is about a 
Peck and a half of Engliſh meaſure. The 
Proviſion of Sal: for the Houſe, and the 
Uſe of the Kirchen, is kept in a Cloſer 
made on purpoſe for that uſe above the 
Skullery, near the great Kitchen Chinmy, 
as being the warmeſt and fitteſt phace 
for't to be kept dry and in good Condi- 
ticm, The Comptroller and Commiſſar 
have each of them a different Key, {0 
that none can come at the Salt with- 
out the one and the other, and both 
of them are preſent at the delivery of 
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it to the Maſter Cook and Maſter Butler, 
by meaſure,according to the quantity that 
is needful: For there have been Eſſays 
and Trials made by knowing Perſons 
of the Quantity of Salt that-is requiſite 
for all the occalions of uſing it in the 
Houſe ; they know by exact Meaſpre 
what is neceſſary to Seaſon the Soupes , 
Pottages, Broaths, Meat, both Boyd and 
Roaſted, and what for Eggs, and for all 
other occaſions, ſo that none can be 
impoſed upon, or wronged of what is 
due. And the whole Conſumption of 
Salt for all manner of things, both for 
the Kitchen, Offices, and Tables amounts 
at every Years end to One hundred 
and eighry Mine's of Salt, which is a- 
bout Two hundred twenty and two 
Bufhels, Eng/ifh meaſure. This quanti- 
ty of Salt, the Farmers of the Gabels are 
obliged to deliver for the uſe of this 
Hoſpital , without any Duty or Impo« 
ſition whatſoever , as appears by an 
Order of the Council of State made 
in their favour , bearing date the 1oth 
of Tuwie, 1679. authorizing them ſo 
to do. 

Moreover, for the further Conveni- 
ency of the K:tchen, there are Butteries 
and Pantrie: on both ſides of it , very 
fine, large, and clegn, to receive and 
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lay by the Vicuals, and Magazines for - 
the Purveyors Stores, and Logding-rooms 
” above the Skullery behind the Kirchen, 
for the Servants that belong to it to lye 
in. Beſides all the Conveniencies this 
Kitchen has for Boyling , it has alfo a 
| — 4 great Zack able to turn Twelve or Jacktarm- 
Fiftcen $pits, all loaded with Meat at a ** *free» 
time : Stoves for Sting, and large Tables PP 
covered with Plz:es of 7m, for the more 
convenient cutting and dividing of che 
Meat into Meſſes and Portions. 
It is alſo to be obſerved, That art leaſt 
thrice a Year the Houſe hires about 
Three hundred Women, who at Chrift- 14, bur. 
mas , Eaſter, St. Lou's day, are brought dred Scoun 
into the great 4t;-Court to Scour all rw 
the Diſhes, Plates , Pots, Candleſticks , 
Spoons , Porringers, and in ſhore all the 
Pewter and Kraſs in the Houſe, for 
which they have their Diet into the bar- 
gain.

Of the Porter*s Office, and the Tradeſ- 
men belonging to the Houſe. 


Gates of this Royal Hoſputal , there 
re Four Porters appointed, namely, one 
| Maſtcr 
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Maſter Porter and Three Aſſiſtants, who are 
obliged to open the Gates every Morn- 
ing all the year long, exactly at Five a 
Clock, and fo ſhut them in Winter at 
half an hour after Eight at Night ; at 
Nine in the Spring and 4utumn; and at 
Ten in Summer. 

The Maſter Porter goes every Night 
after the ſhutting of the Gares, and dcli- 
vers the Keys to the Gewernor, or to the 
King's Lieutenant in his abſence, and cve- 
ry Morning goes again to receive them, 
to open the Gates at the appointed 
hours. 

He takes care in the Dusk of the 
Evening , to light the Lamps of the 
two Courts of Guard during the whole 
Year; and the three Lanthorns that are 
under the three Great Gates, from the 
firſt.of Seprember, to the laſt of April, in- 
cliſive. 

He is obliged likewiſe to get all un- 
der and before the Gates, ſwept and kept 
clean by his Aſſiſtants ; and to ſee that 
the Colts of Guards, and Place of Arms 
be kept clean. | 

He has' orders alſo to let the Invalid 
Officers out with their Swords whenevgr 
they pleaſe, anf to hinder them to come 
in with any other Arms, but to leave 
them ar the Guard, He is to let = 
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all the Domeffrok Officers and Mirial Ser- 
wants of the Houſe, as often as they 
have occafjon , unleſs whien he has or- 
ders to the contrary, He is not to ſuf- 
fer the Serfetnrs, pers , nor Soldiers , 
to go out on Working-days, unleſs they 
ſhew him their Tike!s under the Gover= 
#o#'s hand for their going abroad, He 
has'alſo Orders tb let all go forth on Sur- 
days and Helj-days after Dime Service, 
from the firlt of May until the firft of 
November. And as concerning the other 
Holz-days berwixt the ſaid Month'of N:- 
Terber, and the laſt of Apr:/, he is to 
_ ſuffer thoſe only to go abroad thar have 
Tickets, 

He is obliged not to ſuffer any Cos 
or . Commoditres to go out of the Tlouſe 
withour the Governor's leave, and with- 
vat acquainting the Comm://ary. He is 
not to ſuffer any of the Ihwalids or Do- 
meſticks of the Houſe to carry out, ei- 
ther Wine of Meat, nor Wfiod, nor Car- 
dles, or fuch hke things. He muſt vi- 
ſit and ſee the Goods of ſuch of che Do- 
meſticks as att diſmift the Houſe , and 
to ſee their Conge in writing. And in 
caſe any of the Domeſt icks or h:walids 
happen to be turned out of the Houſe 
for their Bad Life , or great Miſdemea- 
Yours, he is not ro luffer chem to 

come 
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Aocyer. 


Neither is he to ſuffer any of the 
Soldiers of the Guards., Troopers, or 
other Perſons of that Rank, nor any 
Wearing Liveries, to , Come into the 
Houſe, unleſs they have. firſt left their 
Swywrds at the Court of Guard, which 
at their going out are to be returned to 
tham. _ 

Neither is he to ſuſfer, any Women to 
come into the Houſe withove the Ex- 
preſs Order of the Governor, unleſs it be 
Per;ons of Quality, and wha come in a 
Coach, and thole that are neceſſary, and 
well-known. And when any Women ' 
come to fee their S:c& Friends or Relati- 
ons, he is to ſce them conduttcd by a 
Seldier going and coming, without ſuf- 
fering them to bring tliiem any thing to 
Eat, or to Drink. 

He is alſo obliged to be careful to 
ſtop at the Gate all the Geods and Prove 
frens that come for the uſe of the Hoſps- 
tal, ſuch as Wd, Hay, Wine, Corn, Meat, 
Fiſh, Furniture, and all things in general 
that relate to the Provy/7ons, Furniture, 
or uſe of the Hoſpiral, until that the 
Commiſſary comes, or his Aid , for to 
viſit them, and ſee if there be nothing 
amongſt them that is forbid to be 

| brought 
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brought into the Houſe; in fine, he is 


to beware that no Mine, or Brandy, nor 
Tobacco, nor ſuch like things, be broughe 
into the Houſe to be Sold by Retail, by 
the Exterrs to any within it. 

This Maſter Porter is alfo charged with 
the Conſumprion of all the Broom: that 
are made uſe of to Sweep and make 
Clean all the Paſſages and parts of the 
Houſe, as well within as without Doors. 
He makes the genera! and particular di- 
{tributions of rh:;cm, and knows the 
quantity that is necdful for the time 
they are to laſt; for when they are 
quite worn out and uſed, they arc 
brought back to him again to be laid 
up in the Magazme that is appointed 
him for that uſe; after which he gives 
them New ones, and the Old ones are 
for his own uſe. 

All theſe Particu/.:rities are ſet down, 
that one may obſerve the good Rule and 
Oeconomy that is practiſed in the Houſein 
all things. And becauſe there is a great 
Conſumption of theſe Breoms, there is 
a Puryeyor, whoſe Bulineſs it is to ſup- 
ply the Houſe with this fort of Commo- 
dity; who regularly and duly every 
Week brings of them, and ſells them 
at very reaſonable rates, b:cauſe of the 


t number that is ulcd. 
_— | This 
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This Porter 15 moreover charged with 
the keeping of a {mall Library of Books, 
deligned for the uſe of the Officers, Sol- 
diers and Domeſtick Servants of the 
Houſe, conſiſting moſtly of Books of 
Devotion, Lives of Sajuts, and of other 
Eminent Perſons whoſe Lives and AFions 
have been Exemplary, and made a 
great Figure in the World ; to the end 
that by the reading of thoſe Books 
they may not only avoid dangerous Idle- 
ne(s, but alſo be excited themſelves uo 
the practife of thoſe Chriſtian Verrues. 
He fers down the Names of thoſe he 
diſtributes the Books to, that none may 
be loſt, and that he may retrieve them 
when they have done with them, and 
know where to enquire for them when 
he is called upon for any of them, be- 
ing that he is charged with them all by 
Inventory. 

There is alſo a Smith belonging to 
the Houſe, where he has a Shop and 
Two or three Servants, who do all the 
Work at a certain Rate. *' 


There is alfo an valid paid by the. 


Houſe for attending the Machine that 
Furniſhes Water to the Houſe, and 
Twenty five Crowns a year for Sallary ; 
be is obliged to furniſh the Houſe with 
about Four kundred Aids of War a 

av, 
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day, which make about Five hundted 
thirty two Hogſheads. 

In the ſame Quarter of the Houſe is 
the Uphelſerer, who makes and mends 
all the Beds, Quilts, Matraſſes, and 
other things belonging co his Employ- 
ment ; for which he hires ſome of the 
Invalids to help him. 

There is alſo a Taylor belonging to, 
and living in the Houſe, having Four 
or five Maſter-Servants under him, to 
Cut and Overſee the Work ; bur all 
the Workmen under them, are the I»- 
valid Soldiers of the Houſe. 

There 1s a Maſter-Shoemaker, a Glaſier, 
and Foyer, and Carpenter, paid by the 
Houſe at a certain Rate for their 
Work. 


ART. IX, 


Of the Infirmeries, and the Rules and 
Oeconomy cbſcrved there, 


Aving Treated at large of many 
conſiderable things relating tothe 
Government and Adminiſtration of this 
Royal Hoſpital, it is not amils to give a 
particular account of the Ozconomy and 
method that is obſerved in the I»frrmeries 
for the Sick and Hounded; the Manage- 
ment 
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ment and Condud whereof is entruſted 
to a number of Dewote Siſters, called 
Les Sreurs de la Charitee, who may pro- 
perly be ranked in the Number of the 
Officers of this Houſe. They are Reliz 
fious Nuns, whoſe Inſtitution it is to alliſt 
with their Care and Endeawvorrs the poor 
Sick of the Pariſhes in Paris and other 
Places where they are eſtabliſhed ; out 
of whom the King was willing that 
Thirty ſhould be choſen to do the fame 
Charitable Offices to the Sick and 
Wounded in the Infirmeries of this 
Royal Hoſpital of the. Inwalids, where 
they were eſtabliſhed by an A of the 
Council of State, bearing date the 
z6th. of February I 676. and One muft 
needs acknowledge, that God Almighty 


; pIVes particuliy Talents to theſe Charitable 


Siſters, to enable them to acquit them- 
ſelves fo well of this Employment ; for 
they do all forts of Offices to the Sick 
and Wounded without grumbling or re- 
pining at the croſs or peeviſh Temper 
of the Perſons, or the difagreeablenefs 
of the Diſeaſe they labour under; and 
as their care extends generally towards 
all that concerns the Sick, whoſe occa- 
fions and neceſſities are almoſt infinite, 
ſo one cannot particularly deſcribe the 


number of the Employments which they 
; EXCT- 
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exerciſe in the Infrmeries, yet, however, 
the chief of them ſhall be inſiſted upon. 

The Firſt Obligation they are under, Devore 
and of which they acquit themſelves ro */#r- Of- 
admiration, is that which relates to the = wa 
Kitchen of the Infirmeries ; and for that $i 
effect they go every morning to the 
Butcher of the Houſe to receive what is 
needful for them every day, according 
as the Superior Siſter orders them. There ,, . 
they receive the proportion of Beef, 
Veal , and Mutton , according to the 
number of Sick Perſons under their 
Care. And as the Butcher is obliged by 
his Contra, ſo he gives them the be{# 
and choiceſt pieces of meat he can lay his 
hands on ; which they weigh exadtly, 
and then ſet it down in their Books, 
together with all the other Expences, 
and pive an account of the ſame to the 
Council. 

The Baker is obliged to deliver them ,,,., 
the quantity of White bread, well made, | 
and in good condition, proportionable 
to the number of Sick and Wounded : 

It is only ſome Serving-men, and ſome 
Chair-women, that the Devore Siſters are 
obliged from rime to time as occalion 
requires, to make uſe of to help them to 
Waſh the Infirmery-Linnen , that Eat 
Houſholdbread 1n the Infirmeries. 

I The 
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The Parveyor takes care, according 
ro his Contra, to furniſh and bring 
chem all the Few! needful for them, ei- 
ther for their Broths or for Roaſting, 
which they prepare for the Sick and 
Wounded ; whereof the Superior Siſter 
gives her m—_ at the end of every 
Month to be placed to account. 

As for what concerns the Faſting 
times, ſuch as Eggs, Butter, and Cheeſe, 
they ſend to the Buttery, Pantry, and 
Ki:ches of the Houſe , for the quan- 
tity they need; which is delivered 
upon their Notes, which they give the 
Comptroler, who takes care to put them 
to the account of the Weekly confum- 
ption of things of that nature made in 
the Houſe. 

The Wwe they give to thoſe that are 
= their Recovery, and which they 
uſe in the Preparation of their Med:- 
cines, theſe S:#ers come and receive at 
the H&rler's Office. 

For the /#%04, they take a ſufficient 
quantity for their Proviſion, out of the 
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Store thar is brought in for the uſe of | 


the Houſe , and fometimes they Buy 
ſome themſelves, as the times fall our. 
They have Cellars, Offices, and Store- 


| 
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houſes very convenient and capable of | 


holding whatquantity of Proviſions they 
have a mind to make. Bur 
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But to return to the buſineſs of the 
Kitchen ; they are employed in drefling 
and petting ready all the Boyled 
and Roaſt Meat, in making their 
Broths, and other neceſſary Nouriſh- 
ment for the Sick, in Waſhing, Scouring, 
and making Clean all the Utenſils of the 
Kitchen, and to keep all things thereun- 
to belonging Clean and Neat, which 
they do to admiration. 

They have the Charge of, and are 
Entruſted withall the Aporhecaries Drugs ; 
they there prepare all the neceſſary Me- 
dicaments, as well for the uſe of the Sick 
in the Ifirmeries, as for all the other in- 
diſpofed perſons of the Hoſpital ; they 
adminiſter and diſtribute all thoſe Me- 
dicaments at the Hours appointed by the 
Phyſician; they give to the Chyrurgions 
all the Oymments, Plaiſters, and other 
things they have need of for the dref- 
ſing of the Wounded. *Tis they that 
Buy all the Drugs they uſe in the Com- 
poſition of the Medicines conjunctly 
with the Aporbecary. 

They have a Lingery, or Room, 
where they keep their Stores of Linney, 
which _— great Commendation,as 
well for the Neatnefs, as for the Order 
every thing is kept in. 'This Lingery is 
deſigned only for the Sick and Wounded 
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in the Þbfrmerics, taking care to ſee the 
Linnen Waſhed themſelves, which they 
d:> by making a Bucking once every 
Week , and iſometimes oftner, into 
which they put commonly every time 
about rr or Frye thouſand Pieces of Lin- 
11, and about One hundred and fifty Bur- 
dles of Compreſles or Filiets, Rowlers, 
Scars, ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs, 
according to the number of theSick and 
Wounded. Some of theſe S$:ftersdo al- 
ways ſtay by the Chair-women whomake 
the Rrckivo, and help them ; others 
ſpread out, and hang the Linnen upon 
I ines in the Garretsto dry them : They 
fail not to mend what is Old and Torn, 
contributing all their endeavours to- 
wards the Fr:r7:/ity and good manage- 
mentof every thing. 

They take care to lay up and keep 
the / Vearmg -clcths of the Sick in a Maga- 
ine, during the time their Illneſs ob- 
liges them to ftay in the Irfirmeries; 
where they m:ake uſe only of a large 
Blew Night-Gown, which thoſe Devore 
Siſters bring them, and a Pair of Slippers, 
at their firſt coming in, 

Secing there is in the Wardrobe of 
the Infirmeries a great many and different 
Suits of Hearing rparel, it would be a 
difficult matter co diſtiuguiſh every ones 
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particular Cloaths ; therefore theſe S:- 
ſters have contrived a particular way to 
avoid all miſtakes that might ariſe trom 
the mixture of ſuch a mutitirud2 of .:7- 
p.rel as they have in their Tuſtody ; and 
to the end every one may know his 
own, and which is which, they put a 
Nite on every Suit of Cloaths, ot the 
Name, Sirname, and the N:mber of the 
Sick Pe:iſon's Bed, that when he r:co- 
vers his Health, they may give him hack 
again his own <loaths that hewore when 
he came in, taking back at the fam? 
time the things they gave him at hits en- 
trance. They keep the Place wheie 
thoſe Cloaths arefer upin,very Clan and 
Neat, and are careful to 1/7, Bru{' , 


and Mend the Gowns of the Sick, wlicn 


need requires it. 

They £go into the I:frmeries about 
Five a Clock every Morning to give 
Brothsto the Weakelt amongſt the Sick, 
and to make the Beds generally every 
where, and then to give Bread to all 
thoſe that ſhould have it ; and all the 
reſt of the day to do all the good Oih- 
ces and Service, ſometimes to one, 
ſometimes to another, whereof any of 
them have need. 

They Sweep the Infirmerz-Halls twice 
a-day ; Waſh the 9" Dinner and

per ; they are very careful in keeping 
the Beds and all the Furniture of the In- 
firmery very Neat and Clean. 

The Linnen of every Sick Perſon in 
the Ifirmeries, contilts of Twelve Fieces, 
Viz. Two Shects, One Shirt, One Waſtcoat , 
One Pair of Drawers, One Pair of Stock- 
mps, Two Handkerchiefs , One Nightcap, 
One Napkin, One Pillmvber, and One Sheet 
to lay over the Bed. Every one of theſe 
Pieces 1s very neatly Folded and ranged 
by it ſelf in the Magazme of Limen, 
where the Order is admirable to behold. 
They ſhiftrhem regularly once a Month. 
and oftner when need requires. 

There is alſo for the uſe of every 
Sick Perſon Eight Pieces of Veſſel , viz, 
To Pots, One Cup, One Porringer, One 
Plate; One Sawcer, One Speom, and One 
Chamber-Por. The Siſters keep all theſe 
things very Clean and Near. 

The way of Nur/ing and Attending the 
Sick every day, according to the Or- 
ders given them, is thus. They make 
them Dre every Day at Ten a Clock, 
and at Five at Night they Sup regular- 
ly all the year long. | 

They give ordinarily every day to 
thole that cannot uſe their Bread and 
Meat , Three New-laid Eggs and Four 
M-ſſes of Broth, and more if _ 
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But when they begin to Eat, beſides the 
Bread, they give them Fowle, Veal, or 
Mutton ; when they recover more 
Strength, they give» to every one of 
them a Peund of Meat, a Chopine of 
Wine, and their Loaf ; and before the 
Meat is given them, there are Kettles 
full of Hor Pottage carried into the Halls, 
out of which they diſtribute ro them 
their Porringers full of Bruh: They give 
Boyled Meat at Dinner, and Roatlted 
Meat at Supper. After their Portage, 
they carry in large Ve//c/s with Ce- 
ver-diſhes, the Meat ; which being laid 
on the Tables that are in each Hall of 
the Infrmeries, the Superior Siſter, with 
ſeveral of the other Siſters helping her, 
divides into Portions and Meſſes , and 
then diſtributes them amonglt thoſe 
who, according to the Phyſicians Order, 
are to have any. Moreover, they give 
the Sick ſome refreſhing and fitting de- 
ſerts, as Oranges, Lemmons, Biskets, Soveet- 
meats, and other things, according to 
Qtheir ſeveral Appetites, 'and as it is 
thought convenient. 

Some of theſe S:ifers ſtay all Night in 
the Infirmeries, and Watch by thole that 
are wery Sick, and help them as they 
have occaſion ; they give them Brorbs, 
Shift them when it's needful, and 7a: 
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on thoſe that are Dying, till the laſt ; 
and when they are Dead, they take care 
to put them into their S$hro2»ds, and car- 
ry them into a Room appointed for that 
purpoſe,and there they are Depoſited,until 
they are carried forth for their Funeral. 

The Srperior Siſter receives the Sick 
into the Ifirmery upon the Phyſician's 
Note ; chuſesa place and Bed for them ; 
and ſhe alone renders an accounttothe 
Direftors, of all the Receipts and Disburſc- 
ments ſhe makes for their Nouriſhment 
and Relief. 

Theſe Dewore Siſters hardly ever ſtir 
out of the Infirmeries, but when they go 
to Buy Dr7s, or other neceſſary things 
for the Sick; for they are allowed 
Cloaths, Lodging and Dyet, and pretend 
to no Sallary or Reward ; they are courſc- 
ly Clothed, having a Thuk Grey Bays 
Gown, with a Conr/e Apron before them, 
a Cour/e Linen Coif cloſe ro their Heads, 
and are commonly of an 4ge and Com- 
pleftion fitter to quench than to kindle ir- 
regular defires. "They are allowed Twenty 
fue Crewns a yea r for all their Cloarbs and 
Linnen.

Of the Phylitian, Surgeon, and Apo- 
thecary. 


"T5 E King has cauſed to be ſcrled 
in the Hoſpital for the Relick and 
Eaſe of the Sick and Wounded, a ve- 
ry able Phyſician, a Surgeon, and fipathc- 
CGYY). 

The Phyſician is choſen out of the moſt 
experienced and moſt skilful of the time, 
one who has ſpent a good part of his firlt 
Years and Studies abroad in the Can- 
paigns of the King's Armies, and enjoys 
the ſame Dignities, Priviledges, and He- 
nowrs, that thoſe of the King's Houſhold 
have. He has large and very conveni- 
ent Lodgings in the Houſe, to as to be

at hand to Viſit and Relieve all the Sick 


and Wounded with particular Care and 
Attendance, at what time ſocver neccl- 
lity calls for't. Every Morning he vilits 
all che Halls of the Iifirmery, to ſee and 
know thoſe that have need of his Afli- 
ſtance, examines the Sick one by one 
in particular; the 4pothecary always at- 
tending him, and carrying with him the 
Book of Medicines to ſet down thoſe 
things the Phy/ician thinks fit to order.

The Apothecary, after this Viſit, takes 
care to go to the Laboratory, and to car- 
ry the Regiſter, and to ſhew the Siſters, 
whoſe Province it is, the Phyſicians Pre- 
{criptions, to the end they may furniſh 
him with che neceſſary Drugs to prepare 
and compoſe the Medicines, which are 
afterward to be carry'd to the Sick ex- 
atly at the appointed time. 

In ſhort, the Sick and Wounded are 
treated with ſo much Care and Appli- 
cation as to the Medicaments, md the 
Phyſicians part , as that if any extraordi- 
nary Accident happen, there they find 
preſent Eaſe and Relief; for beſides the 
Phiſician and Apothecary, there is alſo an 
Able Swycon, who never leaves the br 
firmeries. 

The Surgeon therefore of this Royal 
Hoſpital has likewiſe been choſen amongſt 
thoſe they find moſt capable and able, 
and of moſt experience, one that has 
wrought long in the Hoſpitals of the 
King's Army, or in thoſe of Pars, and 
other Cities, according to the Exami- 
nation that is made of him, when he is 
received by the Chief Maſters of Surgery 
m Paris. He has his Lodging in the I- 


frmery. He is maintained, and receives 


Wages of the Houſe during the fix con- 


tinued years he is to ferve there; at the | 
Expiration : 
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Expiration of which time he gets Ler- 
ters of Freedom , as Mafter Saygeon, and 
has right to Operate publickly, as the 
other Maſter Surgeons of Pars, as ap- 
pears more at large by the Edi& of E- 
ſtabliſhment of this Royal Hoſpital. 

The Surgeon being thus qualified and 
admitted into the Houſe, 1s obliged to 
dreſs all the Sick and Wounded twice a 
day: Ar Five a Clock in the Morning 
he begins to dreſs them in all the Halls 
of the bfirmery, being afliſted by thoſe 
they call Fratres or Brothers 5 who are 
choſen amongſt the h7;alid Solditrs, and 
bring him all the Ozz»rments, and other 
neceſlary Remedres that he has occaſion 
for. And after having dreſt all the 
Sick in the Halls , which commonly 
laſt three or four hours , according 
to the Number there is of them, 
he goes into a Rom appointed for the 
dreling of all thoſe Sho can come 
thither to him, and are recovering in 
the brfirmeries, and all the other Dol 
diers of the Houſe, who have bur ſlight 
Wounds. | 

He takes care alſo to go and viſit all 
the particular places belonging to the I» 
firmery, as the Lodges where thoſe that are 
Mead, are ſhut upin; or thofe who have 
committed ſome notorious Crime, and 

are 
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are confin'd, to ſee if they want an 
of his help. He does the ſame to hol 
who labour under Venerea! Diſtempers, 
or ſome other Scandalous Diſeaſes This 
place is call'd by thoſe of the Houſe, 
The Chamber of Baths, or Bathing-room , 
and there are two Fratres licks there, 
paid by the Houſe, as the other Menial 
Servants are, tho they be choſ.n from 
amongſt the I»walids, to attend upon , 
and ſ:rve the Sick, who are there. 

This Room is appointed for the con- 
venicncy of treating all thofe of the 
Houſe, whom heretofore they were cb- 
liged to ſend into the Town to be cu- 
red of the ſaid Diſtempers, where one 
Perſon took care of their Cure, and it 
coſt the Houſe a greac deal of Money, 
tho. they were not near ſo well treated 
or look'd after, nor ſo conveniently 
dreſſed, nor ſo ſoon recovered as here. 
For in this place it is obſerved, they 
have been cured and reſtored to their 
former Health in lefs then Three Weeks, 
by means of the careful Attendance and 
good Treatment they have, and the 
proper Remcdics appiy'd to them. And 
it is for this os 2 that the Kin 
will have all the Soldiers both Horſe 
and Foot of his Troops, who are infe- 
cd with this Contagion, come = 
the 
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the Heſpical of the Invalids to be there 
treated, until a perfect Cure be wrought 
upon them. Afcer which the Houſe gives 
them ſome Money to help them in their 
March ro joyn the Regiments they be- 
long to, whereſoever they are. 

About Three in the Afternoon, the 
Surgeon begins again his Viſit, and ob- 
ſerves the ſame Order and Method in 
drefling of them, that he does in the 
Morning. And to the end that all things 
may contribute ro the Eaſe and Relief 
of the Sick and Wounded, the Dewote 
Siſters and Apothecary are careful to pre- 
pare and deliver all that's neceſſary for 
the drefling of them, ſuch as all ſorts of 
Linnen, Oyntments, and other things, ac- 
cording to the occaſion the Surgeon thinks 
needful. 

In ſhort, The Surgeon 15 obliged to 
take ſuch care of his Patients, both 
Sick and Wounded, as that if any new 
Accident ſhould happen to any of chem 
berwixt the hours of viſiting , whether 
by Day or by Night, he is tro come and 
help them as ſoon as he has notice given 
him of ir. And ir is for that reaſon he 
has a Cloſet in his Chamber made on 
purpoſe, furniſh'd with all forts of I- 
ftruments and Utenſils, proper and necel- 
ſary for the Surgeon's Art , which the 
Houſe 
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Houſe has cauſed to be made, and which 
he is charged with by Iwemtery, and 1s 
to give an account of at the end of his 
rerm of years, to him who ſucceeds 
him in the place. Moreover, he is ob- 
liged to provide all the Crutches and 
Wooden Legs, as well for the Officers as 
the Soldiers that want them ; all the 
Bandages and Tryſſes to ſuch as are trou- 
bled with Ruptures, the number of 
whom is great; and for their Eaſe and 


* Relief, the King is at the Charge to 


cauſe a certain Medicament to be prepa- 
red that is known but to few Perſons, 
and ſends it to the Phyſician of the 
Houſe, who delivers it to the Surgeon for 
the uſe of thoſe who have need of it; 
by means whereof. a great many, eſpe- 
cially they that are not much advan- 
oa in Years, have been perfeRtly cu- 
red. 

He keeps a Regiſter of all the Disbar/- 
ments he makes, as well in Wooden Legs , 
Crutcbes, and Truſſes, as for the purchaſing 
and mending of I/trumerts of his Art, 
which are ſtated and cleared every 
Weczk at the Council, and at the end of 
every Month he is paid all his Disbur/- 
ments. 

Beſides he takes care to {ee the Barbers, 
to whom the Houſe gives Wages (as ws 
the 
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the Fratres choſen') that they Shave the 
Officers and Soldiers every Week, and 
do their Duty well. 

And as to the Choice of the Apotbeca- 
ry, the ſame Meaſures are obſerved as to 
the Surgeon, He has his Lodgings, as he, 
in the brfirmeries, He has his Diet and 
Sallary from the Houſe for Six years to- 
gether, during which time he is obliged 
ro work there: Ar the end whereof he 
obtains his Freedom. His chief buſineſs 
is to work together with the Devore Si- 
fters in the Laboratory,which ſupplies him 
with all the proper Drugs tor Medicines, 
fit to be given the Sick and Wounded 
at the appointed hours by the Phyſician's 
order, which are writ during the time he 
makes his Viſits.

15s now managed by an Under- 
taker, who for Twelve thouſand Livers 
a Year hath agreed with the Dyredors, 
to waſh all the Linnen of the Houſe. 
He hives in a Houſe purchaſed for that 
purpoſe out of the Hoſpiral , near the 
River, with all unaginable Convenien-

The Government of the 
cies belonging to it; it has double Chim- 
nies , huge Coppers always on the Fur- 
n1ces, a great Pipe diſtributing Water by 
ſeveral Cocks into the Coppers, either 
Hot or Cold at command. He has Ten 
Waſher-women who commonly waſh 
at the River, and bring the Linen to 
be drawn and dry'd at his Houſe and 
Garden. The Comptroller delivers to this 
Undertaker every Monday Morning all 
the foul Linen of the Houſe (except the 
Infermeries) that was four'd the Week 
before, whereof they both keep exact 
and particular Accounts ; all which he 
returns again clean to the Comptroller e- 
very Friday Night, and are pur up on 
Shelves in the Comptroller's Apartment , 
having Two or Three great Rooms for 
that purpoſe, and afterwards he difſtri- 
butes the ſame. 

The Retctorics have twice a Week , 
wiz, Sundzys and Thurſdays clean Table- 
Cloaths; the Soldiers have a clean Nap- 
kin but once a Week, who receiving the. 
clean one , delivers back the foul. In 
Winter they have change of Sheers and 
Drawers once a Month. In Summer 
once in Three Wecks : Shirts, Cravats, 
Handkerchiefs,Sccks, and Night-Caps, once 
a Week.

Of the Statutes and Conſtitution of 
the Royal Hoſpital of rhe Tavalids. 


H E Statutes and Regulations we 

are going to Treat of being the 
Reſult of the Councils and Deliberations that 
were held, and are vill held from time 
to time in this Royal Hoſpital; and the or- 
der obſerved in thoſe Aſſemblies, making 
the chief part of theſe Regulations ; it is 
not amiſs to ſpeak ſomething of thoſe 
Councils, of the Perſons who compoſe 
them, of the time they are held, and of 
all that is done there. 

There are General and Particular .4/- 
ſemblies ; Councils that ſimply regard the 
Civil Affairs, and others for the Criminal; 
and both are held by the K#g's Order , 

- and by the Care of the Adminiſtrator- 
General. 

The General Aſſemblies are held in pre- G,y-4t 
ſence of the Adminifrator-G:neral, of the 
Direfors, the Governor, the Kimg"'s Lieute- 
nant, and of Several Officers, who by their 
Employment have a Place, of whom we 
have already givenan account; beſides 
thoſe, the King has named a great many 
other Perſons to Afliſt at thoſe Councils, | 

K as 
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as the Collonel, Lieutenant-Collonel,the Ser- 
jeant-Major of the French Guards, and 
others mentioned in the Fditt of Eſfta- 
bliſbment ; for as this Hoſpital 15 deſigned 
for all his Troops, ſo their Chief Com- 
manders are to contribute, according to 
their Prudence, towards the Framing of 
Statutes, Rules, and Orders, neceſſary, as 
well for the Juri/dittion, Policy, Diſcipline, 
and Correttion of all the Inhabitants of 
this Hoſpital, as forthe Adminiſtration and 
Oeconomical Management of the Revenues 
belonging to it. 

Every Saturday a Council meets, at 
which do Afliſt the Direfors, the Gover- 
nor, the King's Lieutenant, the Major of 
the Frerch .Guards, and other Perſons 
named by his Majeſty; and there the 
Officers of the Houſe give an account of 
the Review of the Soldiers, of the Ordi- 
nary and Extraordinary Expences they are 
at. The Provoſt Marſhal with his Archers 
is to attend to keep the Door of the Hall 
where the Council meets, and to let in 
the Officers and Soldiers who in the Week 
havepreſented themſelves to be admitted 
into the Houſe. They call in thoſe whoſe 
Employments or Profeſſions contribute any 
thing to the Profit and Advantage of 
the Houſe, as the Maſter Butler, Maſter 
Cook, the Porter, the Barber, the —_ 

| | 2 
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the Upholſterer, and others, to give an 
account of their reſpective buſineſs ; ar 
the cloſe of the Cumcil, after that all 
things are Examined and Regulated, 
they make a Srare of all that has been 
uſed and conſumed in the Houſe during 
the Week, as alſo a Stare of the Iwald 
Officers newly received ; the Direttors 
and Governors Sign this State, whereof 
an Extract is made and ſent to the A4d- 
miniſtrator-General to inform the King. 

Another Cowncil is heldat the begining Monthty 
of every Month, which makes a Recap:- Council. 
tulation of what has been done at the four 
preceding Councils, and thereuntothey 
add what is new, with the ſame forma- 
lities mentioned before. 

At every Quarter, or Three Months end, Quarterly 
another Comncil is held, where likewiſe Counce!. 
a general Recapitulation is' made of all 
that was done during that time, and a 
State of all that has been Furniſhed and 
Expended, or Paid during that Quarter, 
for the Works, Entertainment and Appornt- 
ment of Officers who Eat in the Houſe. 

And at the beginning of every year there Newly Gee 
iS a General Council held, where the Admi- nera! 
niſtrator-General preſides himſelf, accom- ©9*% 
panied by all thoſe Named by his Ma- 
jelty. There the Treaſurer and Receiver- 
General, in preſence of all the Aſſembly, 

K 2 Reads 
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Reads aloud the Stare of all that has been 
done ſince the laſt General Aſſembly till 
that day ; and whilſt he is agp*' | all 
thoſe Sums he has Received, and the 
Payments made by him , the Adminiſtra- 
tor-General ſces if the Receipts he has, and 
his Disburſements,are conform tothe Sta- 
ted Accounts that were ſent him every 
Weck, and to the Vouchers he produces 
for it. 

Laſtly, Beſides all thoſe Councils which 
relate only to the Civil Affairs, there is 
another held upon accidental Occaſions, 
and as need requires, which is a Council 
of War for Criminal Affairs, and to Pu- 
niſh the Guilty, or Convictof any Crime, 
whether Officers or Soldiers. This Cour:- 
cil is called by Order of the Adminiſtro- 
tor-General, upon notice given him by the 
Dirrtors and Governor; who thereupon 
chuſes.joyntly with the King's Lieutenant 
and the A1zajer,a certain number of Iwal:d 
Offcers ofthe moſt conſiderable amongſt 
them ; where after having heard the re- 
port of the proceſs commenced at the ſuit 
of the Mzjor, and the Delinquentbeing 
interrogated upon the matter of fact Jaid 
to his Charge, and upon the proofs and 
depoſitions laid before them, they paſs 
ſentence by Plurality of Votes, Which the 
Proveſt-Marſnal is careful in gathering; 


and 
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and upon that, the Sentence is executed 
without any Appeal.

AR T. XIII. 
Of the Entertainment of the Invalids. 


Sect. 1. Of their Lodging. 
Ek VERY body knows that the 


Entertaining and Keeping of a man, 
conſiſts in giving him Lodgmg, Choaths and 
Dyet. 

"What concerns the Lodging of the Su- 
perior Officers of the Houſe, the ſame 
15 proportioned according to their Qua- 
lity and Employment, and conſiſts of 
Apartments, Offices, Stables, Coach-houſes, 
Gardens, and of cther neceſſary Accom- 
modations ſuitable to their Charge, ſuch 
as the Governor, the King's Lieutenant, and 
the Phyſicians, 

They that haveleſler Charges, as the 
Major, the Secretary, Commiſſary, Comptro- 
ler, and other Commenſal Officers, who 
have their Dyet in and from the Houſe, 
have every one of them Two or three 
Chambers with a Chimney and a ſufh- 
cient proviſion of Wood and Candles 
that the Houſe allows each of them. 

K 3 What 
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What concerns the Ial:d Officers, they 
arecommonly Two and ewoin a Cham- 
ber with a Chimney, Furniſhed with 
Two Beds, and Crrtains to them of Yet- 
l;w Serge ; every Bed having a Paillaſs,or 
Str.w Matraſs, a Quilt, a Feather Bolſter, 
Two Blankets, Two Sheets, *and other ne- 
ccſlſary things. They have alfo Sroves 
in two private Halls, which ſerve to 
warm them ; where Fireis kindled from 
the Firſt of November tothe laſt of March. 

The Invalid Soldiers have every one 2 
Bed furniſhed in like manner, but that 
they have not Ped-Curtains , and are 
Lodged in a large Chamber Four and 
Four, or Six and Six, according to the 
bigneſs of it, having all the faid con- 
VEeniences. 

An Upbolſterer is obliged to look to,and 
to keep in good condition all the Furni- 
ture of theſe Chambers; and no Soldier 
can at any time have leave to be abſenr 
from the Houſe, before the Serjeant 
of the Ward he belongs to has viſited 
and exactly ſurveyed all the things that 
the valid, who has a mind to go out of 
the Houſe, has had theuſe of, and cer- 
tified the Major of the ſame, to inform 
the Governor that nothing is wanting 
of what ſhould be chere. 


And 
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And in regard it would he a no leſs 
difficult piece of work to contrive Chim- 
neys to all the Soldiers Chambers, than 
Chargeable to the Houſe to ſupply them 
with that prodigious quantity of Wood 
they would require, therefore havethey 
Stoves placed in Eight large private Halls, rall; with 
where there is always a great Fire kept Stover. 
all che Winter-time from Six in the 
Morning till Ten at Night ; and there 
all of them come and warm themſelves 
as often and as long as they pleaſe : Of 
thoſe Eight Srove-Rooms, there are Two 
appointed for thoſe who . Smoak , leſt 
they prove Offenſive to others who can- 
not bear the Smell of Tobacco. 

Every Soldier has his own Bed, his Soldiers 
Pewter Chamberpot, which he mult ſcour Chamber:. 
now and then ; his Pewter Pot for Wa- Utenſils, 
ter, a Weellenand Linnen Night-cap, a lit- 
tle Chair by his Bed, and a Cord nailed 
near his Bel to hang his Cleaths on,and 
a Comb allowed him by thc Houſe. 

Every Chamber is allowed Two or 
Three Cupboards, according to the num- 
ber of Beds, with Two or Three Parti- 
tions to each Cupboard, every Soldier be- 
ing allowed his own part or diviſion of 
it, with his particular key to it, and 
here he Locks up his Bread, Spoon, Naf- 
tn, Limen, and all his other Impliments. 
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To every Chamber there is but one Key, 
which they keep by Weekly turns ; the 
Keeper in waiting muſt not be out of the 
way, during his Week, without leave of 
his Chamber-fellows. 


Set. 2. Of their Chathing. 


The Cloaths the Houſe Furniſhes the 
Soldiers, conſiſts of a Black Hat, a Fuſta- 
cour, Or Coat of Strong Blew Cloath of 
Berry, a Gr«yiſh Pair of Breeches of the 
ſame Cloath, a Chamois Leather Waſt- 
coat, a good Pair of Gray Woollen Stockins, 
and a ſtrong Pair of Shoes; tothoſe that 
have but one Legg or For, they give 
Wooden Leggs Garniſhed beneath with 
Leather,and Fel:, that they may not ealſt- 
ly flip or ſlide. 

To the New-Incomers, they give on- 
ly Two Garnitures of Linen at their 
firſt entrance, and the Shooes Eight days 
after their admittance , but they are 
not Cloathed till after they have ſtaid 
Six Weeks in the Houſe without going 
abroad, during which time they are like 
Noviciats, or Apprentices, and wear the 
Cloaths they brought with them from 
the Army, and are taught the Rules 
and Diſcipline of the Houſe : The 
Miſſionary Prieſts Inſtrut them in the 
Prin- 
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Principles of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
teach them to ſay their Prayers in the 
mean while, 

There is no difference conſiderable 
made here betwixt the Cloaths of the 
Irvalid Officers and the private Troopers 
and Soldiers, becauſe they have the 
ſame ſort of Cloaths, which ought to 
laſt the ſame time: If there be any 
difference, it is in this, that the Cloarh 
is ſomewhat Finer and betrer choſen for 
the Officers, who have beſides upon the 
Seams of their Coats, a ſmall Silver 
Galloon, which makes all the diſtin&tion 
berwixt the Officers and Soldiers. 

The Officers nor Soldiers may not, 
upon pain of puniſhment , ſell, pawn, 
nor chayge their Cloaths, unlefs it be 
when the time is expired that they ſhould 
laſt ; afrer which they may diſpoſe of 
them at their pleaſure : And for this 
reaſon it is, and that the I»walids may 
be kept in due order and diſcipline, that 
the Drrettors have thought fit to order a 
general Review to be made every three 
months, to ſee and examin if every one 
has his garniture and impliments com- 
pleat and in good condition, or has 
made an ill uſe of, or erabezcl'd any of 
them, 


The 
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The Officers and Soldiers are allowed 


new Cloaths, that is, Cat and Breeches, 
once in Thirty Months, during which 
time they may, if they pleaſe, have 
” them once turn'd and renew d. Every 


Fifreen Months they are allow'd new 
lining to their Breeches. 

Every Fifteen Months the Soldiers 
are allowed a new pair of Stockings, 
which are thick, long and ſtrong, very 
well mill'd, knit, and made in the 
houſe ; and in that time they are al- 
lowed to have them mended. Every 
Ix Months che Soldier 13 allowed a new 
pair of Shooes made of two ſtrong Soals, 
a ſubſtantial Upper-lcather, and of a 
{trong broad and middlc-1iz'd heel ; and 
at Three Months end they are allow d 
a pair of ſtrong Soals. 

The Maſter Shooemaker is by agree- 
ment obliged to furniſh all the Sheoes ar 
a Crown a pair, ( the loweſt rate of 
that kind of ſtrong Shooes at Pars by 
10 /olz ) having the Entry of all the 
Leather free from Taxes, he may at- 
ford it. 

When their Cloaths want mending, or 
to be turn'd, their Stockings or = has 
to be ſoaled, they get the Comptroler's 
Order to the Tailor and Shooemaker to 
ger the ſame done. an 
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All the Soldiers Linnen is markt 
with the Houſe-mark ; their Cravats 
are ſhort, and of indifferent fine Lin- 
nen; their Shirts, Drawers, Socks,Night- 
caps and Handkerchiefs are of a courſer 
fort of about Sixteenpence the Ell ; 
their Sheers of a Cloath about Fourteen- 
pence; the Officers Linnen is much finer. 


Sec. 3. Of their Diet and Nouriſhment. 
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As for the. Diet and Nowriſhment of javalid 


the Inwalids; the Invalid Officers, who 


Officers 


are at preſent ( viz. An. 1682. ) about T6. 


One hundred and twenty, have their 
Refettories apart, as we ſaid before, and 
different Tables, which are of an Oval 
Figure , with moveable Seats ; every 
Table has Twelve Covers or Napkins, 
with a Silver Cup, a Spoon and Fork 
markt with the Arms of the Houſe to 
every one of them. 

Every Table, on Fleſh-days, is ſerved 
at Dinner with three great Potrages, aC- 
compani'd with an Entremeſs , and two 
great Diſhes of boil 4 Meat ; after which 
they have a Deſert according to the Sea- 
fon. They have each of them a white 
Loaf of Nine Ounces, and a Chopin of 
Pint of I/ine at gvery Meal. 


Ar 
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At Supper they have Two Diſhes of 
Roaſt Meat, a Ragouſt, a Salat and Deſert. 

On Faſting Days they are ſerved with 
Fiſh and other things in the ſame plen- 
ty ; and every morning they have car- 
rd them into their Chambers for Break- 
faſt a Demi/eptior or Half-pint of Wine,and 
a little Loo of Four Ounces tO every one. 

In Lent they are ſerved at Collation, 
or Supper, with three or four ſorts of 
things at a time. It is to be obſerved, 
That the Officers are tu have Twenty 
two Ounces of White Bread a day apiece ; 
but in regard that the Loaves appointed 
for Dinner and Supper , that ſhould 
Weigh Nine Ounces apiece, weigh not 
above Eighr, becauſe of the rebate and 
walte of having reduced the Loaf,which 
heretofore they uſed to receive entire, 
or divided into Three parts, into three 
lictle entire Loaves, for the greater de- 
cency, neatneſs and conveniency of eve- 
ry one : and to ſhew that they have 
more than ſufficient, there remains af- 
ter every Meal above Ten or Twelve 
Pound of Bread in Fragments, which 
the Servants waiting in the Refefories 
carry away when the Officers are gone 
out of them, and are made uſe of in 
the next Portapes. 


There 


Hoſpital of the Tnvalids. 


There are about Sixty Commenſals, or 
Perſons , who have their Diet in the 
Houſe, whereof the Chief Officers are 
treated as to their Diet and Nouriſhment 
at the ſame rate, and with the ſame 
plenty that the Inval:d Officers are; and 
the reſt of the Commen{als , Or Dome- 
ſtick and Menial Servants, have a Pound 
and a Quarter of Meat, Twenty two 
Ounces of Heuſhold-Bread, which they 
call Pain Biſ-blanc , and Three Dem:- 
ſeptiers, or Half-pints of Wine apiece a 


ay. 

And as for the Inw3/id Scldiers , they 
are about Four or Five hundred in each 
Refettory, where cvery one has his Place 
and Portion appointed to him. They 
have every one a Loaf of Demiblarc, or 
Houſhold-Bread , weighing Forty four 
Ounces for Two Days, a Demiſepticy of 
Hime to Dinner, and as much to Sup- 
per , a ſmall Meaſure of Sal: every 
one of them, and a puund of Aear a 
day. 
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They are ſerved in Dites or Mes of Mrſſic 


Four and Four; two pound of Meat to 
Dinner, and as much to Supper, and 
in proportion to Three, to Two, to 
One, when there happen no more to 
a Meſs. They have Boyd Meat to 


Dinner, and at Supper Beet .lamude. O- Dinner and 
thers **pp*r.

as 
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thers have Roaſt Meat every one in 
their turns. On Faſt-days, except Lent, 
they have every one of them Three 
Eggs, or other things according to the 
Seaſon. 

In Lent, they have on Sunday to Din- 
ner a Diſh of Salr-Salmon, or Salt-Fiſh , 
or Barrel'd Cod. And at Night, a Diſh 
of Beans, or Peaſe, Four to a Meſs, with 
a Herring to each. And for Collation or 
Supper on Faſt-days they have a Quarter 
of a pound of Cheeſe every one. And as 
they faſt not but on Mondays , Wedneſ- 
days, and Fridays, of every Weck , the 
Four Seaſons and Vigilsz all the other days 
of Lent they are ſerved with a Diſh of 
Beans, or Peaſe, or Lentiles , with Four 
Herrings round it, to Four of them for 
a Meſs. 

Every Year they have Four days of 
Great Feſtival and Regal, wiz. The Feaſts 
of St. Lows, St. Martin, the Twelfth day, 
and on Shrew-Tueſday, on which Days 
they have a double Allowance of every 
thing, and the Officers are treated more 
ſplendidly than ordinarily. 


ART. 
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A R T. XIV. 
Af the Exerciſe of the Invalids. 


O hinder the Soldiers from [lene{; 

and Lazime/s, all manner, of En- 
couragement is given them to work for 
their own Profit and Advantage, and ro 
reap ſuch gain from their Labours, as 
may fix them with the more Aﬀection 
to the Houſe, and cnable them to pro- 
vide for the Maintenance of their Fa- 
milies when they happen to be in want. 
Wherefore the Founder has very wiſely 
provided a Remedy againſt all the Dif- 
orders that Ile, IVandring, and Lazy Sol- 
diers are liable unto , by appointing ſe- 
veral ſorts of Exerciſes, Trades, and Ma- 
nufattures to be practiced in the Houſe 
all which may be reduced unto Three 
Heads, viz. Of Devotion, Military, and 
of Arts and Trades. As to the firſt, which 
is the Exerciſe of Devotion, we have {po- 
ken of already at large in treating of 
the Spiritual Government of the Houſe. 


Sed. 1. The Military Exerciſes. 


Tho the Irvalids do not prattice all 
their Military Exerciſes with that Pains 
and 


None to PD 
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and Fatigue they were wont to do here- 
tofore in the Armies, yet ſome of them 
are regularly performed here. Thoſe 
who are the leaft infirm and diſabled a- 
monegſt the Inwalids, are choſen our, and 
of them Five and forty Companies are 
formed , each Company conſiſting of 
Twenty five Soldiers, whereof Two are 
Serjeants, commanding; TI'wo are Cor- 
Porals to place the Centries, and Two are 
to affift them, and Two more are to go 
the Rownds every Night according to the 
Poſt of every Company, and the re- 
maining Seventeen are thoſe that do 
Duty. 

Every Week-day, that is not þ Hely- 
day, they make a Detachment of Five of 
thoſe Companies at half an hour after 
One in the Afternoon, to go and Mount 
the Guard **and on Sundays and Holy- 
days at a Quarter after One to give them 
time to afliſt at Divine Service, and to 
relieve the other Five who are to come 
off the Guard. 

Of thoſe Five Companies, there is 
one commanded to the Cors-de-Garde of 
the Anti-Court on the Highway , and 
the other Four are in the Cors-de-Garde 
at the Rojal-Gate : They all receive Or- 
ders from the Major. The Captain of 


the Company that is at the Gate of the 
Antti- 
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Anti-Court , keeps his Poſt all day long, 
and does not retire till about the Even- 
ing, unleſs he has orders to the contra- 
ry : But of thoſe Four Captams who are 
upon the Guard at the Royal-Gate, one; 
of them is obliged ro keep at his Poft 
Twenty four hours together , except 
when he goes to Dinner, or to Supper, 
and is to anſwer for all that paſles ar 
his Cors-de-Garde , whilſt the other 
Three Cantains go to take their Reſt at 
Night. 


Sect. 2: Of the Arts and Trades praiſed 
in the Royal Hoſpital. 


And as concerning the Mechanick 
Trades that are exerciſed in this Royal 
"Toſpital ;\ it ſecms they had a mind to 
put that into practice here , which we 
read of in the Ancient Writers of the 
Egyptian Hiſtory , where there was 2 
Law, by which all the Subjects and 
Strangers dwelling in their Kingdom , 
were enjoyned to ger themſeives to be 
regiſtred by the Governors of the ſeveral 
Previnces , and their Qualutes , their 4- 
bode, the Goods, and Employments of eve- 
ry one of them to be fer down. For as 
o0n as they had fetled the Manufatto- 
#ies in the Houſe, ſeveral Review® were 
made; 
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made ;z and after having carcfully exa- 
mined and enquired into the Strength , 
Shill, Inelinetion , and Profeſſion of every 
one of the Soldiers, Orders were pt- 
ven for providing all neceflary things, 
and according to the Genres and Capa- 
city of the bwalids, fo were they em- 
ploy'd and fer about thoſe ſeveral 
Works and Trades that were preparcd 
for them in the molt convenient Places 
and Manner that could be deviſed in the 
Houſe. 

The Intendant , or he who is chietly 
concerned in the Mirutatures that are 
wrought in the Hojpital, had Orders 
to provide all the Machmes, Fram:s, 
and other convenient and neceſſary 
Inſtruments for ail forts of Work. 
And the Treaſurer of the Houſe had 
O:ders ro advance all the Money , 
and to ſettle a ſufhcient Frrd for buv- 
ing all the Materials for the Many I 
tres, 

By thoſe encouraging Means , the 
Ewald have very tucceſsfully appli'd 
themſelves to ſeveral Trades, and made 
a very advantagious Gain by them. 
The King was fo well pleaſed with 
the Progreſs of this Aﬀair , and their 
Performances , that- for a further En- 
couragement of their Zeal and Attach- 
ment

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ment to the Marwatlures, he will have 
them to be employd in all the Work 
of the Houſe, in paying them che 
{ame Rates that are given to Stran- 
gers; and that they may freely pur 
off their Picces of Manuf, tury at Pars, 
or any where Abroad to their beft Ad- 
vantage. They have already made a 
great many Buls of #:mn and Linnen 
Cloath; many B:{:s of Cloaths, of 
Shoes and Stocking s,and of Liznen for the 
Army ;  inforuch, that the Merchants 
in Paris have their Shops and Maga- 
zmes now filled with therr Manutat ures 
and Goods, which brings the Þ.walids 
a very conſiderable Profit for their La- 
bour. The King himſelf every time he 


comes into the Ho/ri:al, has honoured 7he King | 
them wich hiz Approbation of their / ###, Ho 


Work, and has commanded ſome cer- 
tain Works to be done by ſome of 
them, namelv, a noble Suit of Tapiſftry 
Hang ings for the Counci'-Hall, after the 
L:war: manner, according to a noble 
ind curious Detiga that was made by 
4 Great Maſter, where one ſees a great 
Number of 750p4es of Arms, and other 
Military Hrtchievements raiſed to the 
Glory of Lews the Great. And the 
laſt time he was in the Houſe , they 
ſhew'd hime ſome Church-Beoks cu- 

L 2 riouſly 
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riouſly Bound and Wrought by the 
Maim'd Þ:w./:ds, which pleaſed him fo 
much , that he deſired they would 
make him a Set of ſuch Wrought- 
Books for his Chappet at Ver- 
ſales. 

In fine, when the Soldiers are once 
ſettled in the Houſe, they may betake 
themſelves to what Employment or 
Trade they pleaſe , there being Work 
and Encouragement for all ſuch as 
do not love to be Idle within the 
Houſe it ſelf. And thoſe that do nor 
love Work, do often complain of the 
great Scarcity of Money that is amongſt 
them, for the Houſe gives no Allow- 
ance of Money to any of the Iwalid 
Soldiers; and *tis their own Fault and 
Eazinefs that they do not make honeſt 
Shifts to deferve fome. For they who 
diligently follow any Trades , either 
by Working at Home or Abroad, do 
make up good Sums , by which they 
Maintain their Families if they have 


any. And if they have not a Wife nor 


Family , they may Marry if they have 
a mind to't, providing the Conſent of 
the Houſe be firſt obtained ; for the 
Provoſt does inform himſelf of the Cir- 
cumftances of the Parties that are to 
Marry , and what the Woman is , bw 

en 
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then makes the Houſe acquainted with 
it, in order to the obtaining of their 
Conſent. 

They that have had no Trade, tho 7,,% 
well advanced in Years, do here en- karne/. 
deavour to learn one, even ſometimes 
to Read and Write, there being Iw- 

lid Maſters in the Houſe for that pur- 
poſe. Others take up with other fort 

of Work ; ſome follow harder , ſome 
eaſier Employments, ſome you ſhall 

ſce very buſy in making of Bellows , 5%" 
ſome Stoppers for Bottles , ſome Foſ- mes 
ſers for Barrels, and other Veſſels; ſome 
ſpend their time in making of Pens, 
others in making Lardering-Pims; ſome 

are buſy in making Allumets or Matches 

for Tmder-Boxes , "a are allowed the 
liberty to go and help to Plow, ſome to 

Dig, others to Build, to Ditch, to Fence, 

to Weed, and to Water the Neighbouring 
Gardens. 

Beſides theſe , there are a great ma- 
ny other more ſubſtantial and gainful 
Trades practiſed in the Houſe, ſuch 
as making Sik-Hangimgs, with all ſorts Silk Menu 
of Figures and fine Pictures in them ; f9#we. 
all forts of Tapiſtry-Hangmgs , Silk-Srock- 
mgs; all forts of Ribbons, Crapes , Tab- 
bies, and all ſorts of Si!k Stuffs ; ſome 
Card, ſome Weave either Silk or Well; 
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ſome are Goldſmiths, others Tinkers, Shroe- 
makers , Coblers, bur the greateſt num- 
ber of all is that of 7:ylors, there being 
above Five hundred "of thera in the 
Houſe, they foon learn this Trade. and 
are paid by the Maſter 7.:ylor Eight- 
pence for every New Coat and Breeches 
they ſow, which is a conſiderable Gain 
at the Years end. Every Soidier 1s al- 
lowed Eight-pence - for every pair of 
Shooes he ſows, and Four-pence tor eve- 
ry Pair of Soles. 

All the Stockinys uſed in the Houſe, 
are Knit and Made there, and the Sol- 
diers are ' paid by the Undertakers 
Fourteen pence for every Pair of Stock- 
kings they Knit ; and ſometimes a S6l- 
dier will Knit three Stockings in a day, 
and fo earn' One-and-twenty pence , 
which is looke upon as one of the 
molt profitable Trades for a Soldier 


"of all that arz cxerciſcd in the 


Houſe. 
pane e of thoſe Trac: are exerciſed in 
the Soldiers Private Rooms, if there be 
no NN ones allowed them ; and 
Four ' or Five of them , with the OmM- 
cers leave, joyn in rogether ; they are al. 
lowed all necefſary Conveniencies for 
rheir Encouragement. For the Crape 
and SUE? covers, they have a long and 
large 
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large Room allowed them, where their 
Looms and brames are ſet up. As for the 
other Weavers , they have a long and 
large Cellar, where in Summer eſpecial- 
ly, they are about 71 wo or Three lun- 
dred very conveniently ſeated at their 
Work. For the Parys Merchants, and 
moſt 'Cradeſmen can generally ger their 
Work cheaper done here by the Soldi- 
ers, than by the ordinary Workmen 
of the Town or Country. And the 
Houſe is glad to keep, as much as is 
potlible, the Soldiers from Idleneſs , 
and to fee them benetit themſelves 
as well as they can in thoſe ways of 
Induſtry and Proht. In a word , no- 
thing of a Trade can want Work in this 
Houſe. 
And to any obſerving Perſon , it is 
a matter of Wonder to contider with 
what Quierneſs of ſpirit, Contented- 
neſs and Modeſty , without che leaſt 
Noiſe or Confuſion, all is here govern- 
ed. Nothing ſo Complaiſant, or gene- 
rally fo Civil to one another , as the 
Soldiers are ; no Swearing, Whiſtling , 
Hooping or Hollowing, Gaming, Cla- 
mouring, Upbraiding, or Reviling one 
another, no not ſo much as ſpeaking the 
leaſt immodeſt Word, or doing the 
leaſt unſeemly Action. "This is indeed 
L + a ſur- 
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a ſurpriſing Change wrought on Men 
naturally Brutiſh and Untractable, and 
bred up in all manner of Lewdneſs , 
Vice, and Debauchery ; all which, un- 
der God, muſt he attributed ro the 
ood Order and Diſcipline of the 
Jouſe, and the due Execution of the 
Laws upon all Offenders, without par- 
tiality or conniving at the Irregularitics 
or Diſorders of any. The Miſſioncry Fa- 
thers are not without their ſhare of the 
praiſe of ſo commendable and aſtoniſh- 
ing a Reformation, who are not want- 
ing in taking all imaginable Pains on 
them , and to form in them the Princi- 
ples of Sobriety, Vertue , and Chriſtia- 
nity.

O/ the Revenue and Incomes belonze 
ing to the Hoſpital. 


| S for the Revenue of this Regal! 
Hoſpital , it confiſts- of Three 


Branches or Funds. "The Firſt and 
Chicfeft Branch is, the Funds of Lyard 
par Liver, (which is leſs than a Farthing 
out of every Twenty Solz,, or Twenty- 
pence) of all the Money paid out by the 
King's Tres/urer of War, either Ordinary 
or Extraordinary to all Officers and Soldi- 
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ers in the King's Pay, and to thoſe of 
the Artillery , and to any other paid 
out of the Fund ſet apart for the 
Ce oy of the War, and put into the 
Hands of the Treaſurers aforeſaid. So 
that the King's Gratuities and Bounties 
towards ſome deſerving or poor Offi- 
cers, paid by an Officer, call'd , The 
Keeper of the King's Treaſure Royal, are 
not within this Deduction, and much 
leſs thoſe that have no Relation to the 
War. | 
Some will have this Branch to amount 
yearly to the Sum of Seven or Eight 
hundred thouſan! Liwvers ; this was the 
Computation- that was made of it in 
the Year 1682. but now, fince this laſt 
War began, it muſt needs amount to 
a much vaſter Sum, there being then 
a kind of Peace, and not above Two 
thouſand brwwalids in the Houſe , and 
now a very chargeable War of above 
Five years continuance, and above Fur 
thouſand in the Hoſpital. The Treaſurers 
of the Fund ſet apart for the War, are 
obliged to deduct the aforeſaid Lzard 
(which is almoſt equal to our Three 
pence in the Pound) being accountable 
for't, which as it comes to a Sum, they 
deliver in to the Tres/urer of the Houle, 
without Fees or Deduction. _ 
1 
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The Second Branch of this Fund con- 
ſiſts of all the Allowances, Penſions, and 
Subſiences that thoſe , calld Lay-Brec- 
thers, heretofore received out of ſeveral 
Abbies and Priories in France ; which 
that you may the better underſtand, 
you arefirlt ro know, that all Abbresand 
Priories in Fronce, either founded by the 
Kings and Princes of the Royal Blood, 
or that are in the Kings Nomination, 
were in times paſt, and until the Efta- 
bliſhment of this Hoſpital, obliged ro 
maintain, or keep, ſome one, ſome two 
diſabled, or decrepit Soldiers, according 
to thcir Ability and Revenue; which 
is as much to ſay, as if the Soidier, or 
Soldiers, did hold the place of one, or 
two Lay-Brothers, (in French called, 
des Religeux Laois ) according to the firſt 
Foundation of ſuch an Abby, or Priory. 
And ſuch Soldiers formerly, being no 
leſs glad to be at liberty to go about 
their private Aﬀairs, and enjoy their 
full Liberty, than the peaceable and re- 
tired Monks were to be rid of the trou- 
ble of them , they commonly 'ſtipula- 
ted and agreed with the Soldier to pay 
him a yearlv Penſion of One hndred, or 
One hundred «nd fifty Tavers, more or 
leſs, according to their Abilities and In- 
come, who thereupon was free ro live 
: where 
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and Allowances, are now taken away 
from the Soldiers, and annexcd to this 
Houſe; every place of Lay-Brothers be- 
ing now Tax'd and Valued at an Hw:- 
dred Livers a year, Payable out of the 
ſaid A4bbies and Priorics. And this Branch 
makes yearly a conſiderable ſum ; St. Den- 
nis's Abbey was always Tax'd with two 
Places of Lay-Brothers. 

The 7hrird and laſt Branch of the R:- 
wenue of this Houſe, conſiſts of Three 
Heads : 1//. Of a!l the Hz/piral; hereto- 
fore appointed for Receiving of P:/grims. 
24ly. Of all the Hoſvirals defign'd for 
thoſe infected with the Pl:zgne. And 
24ly. Of a conſiderable part of the 
Heſpitals founded for the uſe and enter- 
tainment of LZeers, called Maladreries. 
The firſt, being of Pilyrimoge, and for 
the relict of Piſorims, is now almoſt 
out of uſe, are for ever annexed to 
this Houſe. The Second, whilſt there 
is no Pliygue, is with ſome reſtriction 
appropriated. And the Third only for 
one part, the other, together with 
the Hoſpital; of St. L.1%ar:, being ap- 
pointed and appropriated for the uſe 
and ſubſiſtence of the new Knizhrs of 
St: Lazare, who are choſen out of the 
Maim'd and well-deſerving Officers 

actually 
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actually in Service. Theſe Three forts 


of Hoſpitals are very Numerous in 
France ; the Maladreries eſpecially, have 
ood Revenues, intended formerly for 
uch only as were infeted with Le- 
Frofie 3 which Diſeaſe in former Apes 
being accounted no leſs common chan 
Contagious, is now known only by 
its name; fo that the Infection of Le- 
proſie, as well as the I:ch of Pilyrimage, 
1s wholly ceaſed. 

Theſe Maladreries, by ſucceflion of 
time, and the ends ceaſing for which 
they were at firſt deſigned and found- 
ed, have been within theſe 160 years 
laſt paſt, applied to ſeveral Mona- 
ſreries, and other Pious Uſes. The 
Feſuits of Bourdeaux alone enjoyed 
Fifteen thouſand Lzvers a year of them, 
and fo did other Religious Houſes ; 
and even many private men of 
Quality held them as Chrrch Lromgs 
and Benefices : All which are now ap- 
propriated to the I»walids and maid, 
as I mentioned before. 

And in regard that thoſe former 
Appropriations to ſeveral Monaſte- 
ries and Pious Uſes, ' as aforeſaid , 
were done by the Authority of the 
Prince, and according to forms of 


Law. Many therefore, notwithſtand- 
ing 
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ing the King's Order, would not 
part with them without Law; fome 
claiming a Lawful Right and Title ; 
ſome ſtanding upon Preſcription ; and 
others as Abſolute Benefices, nor former- 
ly Maladreries. The King therfore for 
theſe Reaſons, and for the further 
and better diſcovery of all Maladre- 
ries Within the Kingdom , paſt a 
Contra in the year 1668. to ſome 
particular Perſons; who for the re- 
covery of thoſe Revenues from the 
ſeveral concerned Perſons, Bodies and 
Parties, either Natural or Political , 
are to have for their Encourage- 
ment, and in conſideration of their 
Pains, Care, and Charges, the firſt 
Five years Rent ariſing out of the 
Maladreries, to begin from the Pay- 
ment of a conſiderable Sum, which 
upon the Pafling of the ſaid Con- 
tract , was paid by the faid Perſons 
to the King, as a Fine for. their 
good Bargain. Ir is credibly report- 
ed , that theſe Contratters have been 
at above Sixty thouſand Crowns Charges 
in Diſcoveries and Law-ſuics upon 
this buſineſs, which at firſt occafioned 
fome diſorder, and made great noiſe 
and clamour in many places of che 
Kingdom ; Bur all was ſoon ap- 
pealed, 
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peaſed, and now the matter is long 
lince ended and ſetled to the King's 
Satisfaction, and anſwerable to his de- 
ſ1gn. 

This Branch is ſaid ro amount to 
a Hundred 2nd tifry thouſand Crowns 
of Yearly Revenue, or thereaboutrs. 

Theſe Three forementioned Branches 
are the Foundations of the Revenues 
of this Houſe: If more be of late add- 
ed, it's more than I have been able to 
learn. But at fuſt this Fund ſerved 
both for Building of the Houſe, and 
for the Maintenance of the Soldiers; 
tho its confidently reported, that by rea- 
fon of the vaſt Charges of the Build- 
ings, the mighty Expences of the 
Church , which is one of the noble} 
Models in Europe, and every way 
Magnificent , and other Additional 
Buildings ſince, and the number of 
the Iwvalids much increaſing ; the 
Houſe about Sixteen years ago Con- 
tracted a Debt of Fifty thouſand L:- 
vers, Which the King ſome time aft- 
ter cauſed to be paid out of his own 
Revenue. But I am credib!y informed, 
That about Four or Five years ago the 
Hoſpital was in fo flouriſhing a Con- 
dition, that they lent the King above 
Fifty thouſand . Crowns : Whether they 

| are 
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are in the ſame condition at this 
preſent, is much doubted, in regard 
of the vaſt numbers of Maim'd and 
Decayed Officers and Soldiers chat of 
lare were brought into the Houſe, 
from the Armies in Flanders, Germ:- 
7, and Iraly, that by much exceed 
cheir power of maintaining them. 
Upon the whole matter, about 15 
years ago, 'twas thought that the 
Funds of this Hoſpital were ſo conli- 
derable, that they ſhould not only be 
fufhcient to anſwer all the Charges 
of the Houſe, but alſo ſome private 
Penſions that the King will think 
firting to beſtow on deferving Mi- 
litary Officers. And for this reaſon, 
as alſo for the Honour and Credit 
of the Founder, it is, that this Houſe, 
by the Kings Publick Edit and 
Charter of Settlement and Conſticu- 
tion of it, was, and is made and 
declared, incapable of Receiving, or 
Purchating by Legacy, or otherwile, 
any Rents or Lands, other than 
ſuch as are near and adjacent ta 
the Houſe, and for the immediate 
Uſe and Conveniency thereof ; and 
this the King himſelf hath already 
done ſeveral years ago not long 
afrer the Building was Finiſhed , 

which 
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which was in Amo 1681. it being 
begun and finiſhed in leſs than 
Nine years, all but the Church, 
which has not received the laſt Fi- 
niſhments yer.

culties to receive them when they have 
been diſabled in any occaſion, and are 
able to give a good account of themſelves, 
without having any regard to the time 
they have ſerved : Bur if they have no 
Ailment, nor labourunder any Infirmiry 
but that of Age , they muſt have ſerved 
at leaſt 7en Years together, and of late ; 
and give an Account of all the Actions 
wherethey were Engaged ; if not, ſome 
Money is given them, and they areDiſ- 
miſs'd, and haveLiberty to go into their 
own Country. 

Afﬀeer they are received into the Houſe 
by the Counci! that meets every Saturday, 
they muſt go and Wait on the Major, as 
is already ſaid, to have their Lodgmmgsap- 
pointed them , and to receive of the 
Store-Keeper the neceſſary Linen, and of 
the Comprroller the other Accommadati- 
ons whereof they have Need. 

The New-Comers are obliged to ſtay 
Six-weeks in the Houſe, without goin 
Abroad ; that the Miſſionary Priests 
the Houſe may have time to Inſtru& 
them in the Principles of Religion, and 
that they may the better accuſtom 
themſelves to all the Exerciſes and Dus» 


ties of the Houle. 
| M Secondly, 


What to be 
done when 
received. 
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Seccnaly, It is allowed all the Inwvalid- 
Officers as well as the Domeſtick, to wear 
their Swords at all times, and in all pla- 
ces, either within or without the Houſe. 
But all the Inv.li-Serjeants, Troopers, and 
Soldiers, are exprelly forbid tv come 
into the Houſe with their Swords ; or 
any other 1/eapons, neither are they ro 
have any in their Chambers , upon pain 
of Conilſcation for the firſt time, and of 
Imprifonment in Caſe of Relapſe. 

Bur as concerning the Soldiers that 
are form'd into Companies, it is allowed 
them to wear their Swords within the 
Precincts of the Houſe, whillt they are 
on Duty. 

Third!;, It is ſtrictly forbid to Swear, 
or Bleſ me the Hely Name of God 3 and 
as this Crime is the molt Dereitable, ſo 
is it the more ſcverely puniſhd ; and 
whoſoever is Guilty thereof, is ſet on 
the Pillry Three Days together, with an 
lgnominious Paper on their Foreheads 
for the tirit time ; and if they happen to 
utter Blz/phemorrs things again, they are 
pur there for alonger time; and for the 
Third Tranſgreflion their Tongue is 
pierced, and they ſtript of their Coats, 
and then diſgracetully turn'd out 
of the Houſe for ever : Sometimes for 
thoſe Crimes they are ty'd Neck and 

Heels, 
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Heels , and then Impriſon'd , and fed 
with Bread and Water for a Month; and 
after their Enlargement, they are put 
for a Month more to the Water-Table in 
the Refettory , during which time they 
are not permitted to go out of che Houſe ; 
all which Penalties are doubled , when 
they fall into the ſame Tranſpreſlions 
the Second time ; and for the Third, they 
are turned out for good and all. 
Fourthly, Drunkenneſs , and Lying 4- 
broad out of the Houſe, are forbid upon 
pain of Impriſowment for Eight Days 
in the Common Priſon at' Bread and 
Water ; and afterwards Twenty Two 
Days at the Water-Table , which is pla- 
ced in the middle of the Refe#ory; during 
which time,they muſt notthink of iticring 
out of the Houſc : Forthe Second time 
he is found Guilty of Drunkenne/s , or 
Lying Abroad without leave, the puniſh- 
ment is doubled upon him , with a 
Fortnights Impriſonment at Bread and 
Water, and Two Months at the Water-Ta- 
ble ; and for the Third time the ſame is 
trebled : But if after that, they happen to 
Tranſpgrefs, they are never permicted to 
go out of the Houſe, and their Tickets 
are quite taken from them. The Wine 
that is Retrenched them whilſt they are 
atthe ater-Table,goes to the profit of the 
Prevoſt and his Archer-, M 2 Fifth-

walids to take away, Steal or Sell any of

and others are ſtri&ly forbid to buy them, 
upon pain of being Whipe by the Hand 
= = Common Executioner, and Mark'd 
mo the Flower-de-Luce in Caſe of Re- 
lapſe. 
Fierbh, It is forbid to uſe any Threar- 
ring Words or ill Language ; to gave the 
Lye, to Quarrel , to Fight, to ſay or do 
Inſolent and Proveking things, upon pain 
of Impriſonment, or being put into the 
Stocks. As alſoto hawnt or frequent Wen- 
ches, or bring Naughty Women into the 
Houſe, upon pain of being put together 
with the Woman fo taken, on the /od- 
en-Horſe in the Anti-Court, in Sight and 
View of all the Houſe, and of all Paſſen- 
g2rs 5 for ſome Years ago the Provoſt 
{arſbel of the Houſe having Apprehen- 
ded a Seldier.in a Scandalous place with 
a Commun Strumpet, he, aſliſted with Two 
of his Under-Officers , brought them 
both to the Houſe, and there bare Head 
and Face with their Backs ty'd to ane 
another , were they put on the Wooden- 
Horſe, as the Guard was Relieved, and 
fo continued in that Poſture Four 
Hougs 
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Hours together,expoſed to the View of all 
Comers and Goers. 

Seventhly, It is ſtritly forbid all Per- 7. Selling 
ſons whatſoever within the Houſe , to 9 Wine 
Sell Wine, Brandy, Tobacco, or any other 
ſuch like thing either within or without 
the Houſe. 

Eighthly, It is ſtriftly forbid to do any 8. 21! vs» 
thing againſt the Cleanlme/s and Sweetneſs cleantme/s. 
of the Houſe, or to Write, Draw, or Pi- 

Fure on the Walls any thing, or to Throw 
out at theWindow by Night or by Day, 
any thing of Naftineſs or Filth , upon 
= of being deprived of their Wine 

r one Month ; this Penalty is Inflit- 
ed on the Chamber-fellows of the 
Thandie, as well as on himſelf, if 
they do not give Notice of ir. 

To leave any Dwrr or Filth in the 
Chambers, is forbid alſo on pain of lo- 
ſing their Wine for Eight Days , to all 
who lodge in that Chamber. 

Nimthly, It is not allowed to Smoak Tobago. 
Tobaccoin any other place, but thoſe that 
are appointed for that uſe. 

Tenthly, It is forbid to Play at any Play 
whatſoever , or in any Place , on Sun- 
days and Holidays during Divine Serwice, 
on pain of being ſent to Priſon, to be 
fed with Bread and Water for three Days ; 
or to have Fire or Candle Burning after 
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the laſt Reryear at Night , on the ſame 
pain and penalties ; or to carry into 
their Chambers any Veſſels from the Re-+ 
ftFories or Ojjices. 

Eleventhly, Ic is _—_ forbid the 
Soldicrs who have permiſſion to go a- 
broad, to Beg in the Town, or at Hou- 
ſes, or in any other places, on any pre- 
tence whatſoever ; to have any Commerce 
with Lewd Women, with Cheats , with 
Gameſters, or other Perſons of Bad and 
Scandalous Lives ; or to go into Bawdjy- 
Houſes , or any Lewd and diſorderly pla- 
ces, upon pain of being ſent to the Ge- 
neral Hoſpital , in manner as is more 
largely expreſt in the King's Ordinance 
of the 28th. of Famary 1676. where it 
is ſfaid,thatthe Invalid Soldiers that cannot 
be brought to live in the good Order and 
Diſcipline obſerved in the Houſe, or are 
taken asking of 4lms in Town and Bali- 
wick of Pars, ſhall be ſhut up in the Ge- 
neral-Hoſpital 5 neither can the Admins- 
ferators refuſe thoſe? that are ſent thither 


* by the Governor of the Royal Hoſpital of 


the Invalids, nor ſend them back with- 
out an expreſs Order. 

Twelfthly, It is alſo forbid all the Iwa- 
lids living in the Houſe, to follow,on any 
pretence whatſoever, perſons that come 
from Abroad,orStrangers who out of Cu-

rioſity come to ſee the Houſe , or to 
walk about with , and ask them any 
thing, on pain of a Months Imprifon- 
ment on Bread and Water. And to the 
end that this Regulation may the better 
be obſerved, the Proveft Alarſhal i; en- 
joynd to go and ride abroad with kis 
firchers from time to time into all the 
places near the Heſj ital, toobſerve thoſe 
who Tranſgreſs it , and to carry them 
immediately into Priſon. And a $./{;:y 
who is found Guilty of Begging, is im- 
mediatly turn'd our without Renton, 
and ſent and convey d to the H./j-:r.-/- 
General of all the Beggars and Poor , 
where he is ſhut up withall thoſe Com- 
mon Beggars and Idle Perions that are 
eakenup both in Town andCountry, and 
there forced to work for hi; Livelhood, 
or Starve : Nay the Law in this point is 
brought to that degree of ſtrictneſsnow, 
thatthe Inwvalids mult not ſo muchasofter 
at the leaſt thing tending to,or ſineliing 
of Beggary ; for which Reaſon they are 
forbid to otfer themſelves to ſhew the 
Houſeto {trangers, from whoſe Kindneſs 
they may expect anyBenevoience orRe- 
ward ; for they are notto take any thing 
whe1 1t is offered to them for ther pains 
and going about with them to {.e the 
Houſe : A Notable Inſtance of che ſtrict 
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Obſervation of this Rule appeared ſore 
years ago , when the Marquis of Los Bal- 
baces the Spaniſh Ambaſſador was there to 
ſee the Heſpiral, one of the Invalid Officers, 
offcee T think a Capraim, was turned out of 
turn'd ous the Houſe by Monſieur de Lowvois for 
for taking Receiving, after he had Conducted and 
of Meny.- Waited on the ſaid Ambaſſador up and 
down the Hoſtitel , and ſhew'd him all 
that was to be ſeen, a quadruple 4" Efpaigne, 
( a Forr-piſtol piece m Gold }. 'The Rules 
of the Houſe are very ſtri&t alſo about 
Stealing , for neither Officer nor Soldier is 
Exempted from puniſhment when found 
Guilty of it ; for a Lady having out of 
Curioſity come one day to fee the 
Houſ: , went accidentally into one of | 
Nificer P:* the Officers Chambers, where having ta- | 
9 monk r ken out her arch, ſhe forgot to pur it 
IVa:ch, UP =pain; the Officer took it into his Pol- 
ſeſl:on, and reſtored it not ; whereupon {| 
Publication was made in the Church, 
That whoſcever had found the Warch, | 
ſhou'd Reſtore it : The Officer was diſco. 
vered to have it, upon which he was 
Condemned to be degraded , thar 15 to 
ſay, to Eat wich the Common Soldiers ; 
which he refuſing to do , was ipumedi- 
ately turd our. 
But if any of the So/d:ers has a mind 
'0 go and leave the Houſe for good and 


all, 
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all, the DireFors are made acquainted 
with it ;and the Perſon deſirous of leav- Rules «6.

This Exa- 
mination is made by the DireFors, who 
for fear of any Raſhneſs or Unconſide- 
rateneſs in an unthinking Seldier, com- 
monly endeavour to perſuade them to 
itay, which if they abſolutely refuſe to 
do, then at parting a ive each Sol- 
dier Five Crowns towards their Journey, 
leaving them, beſides, all their wearing 
Cloaths , and one Suit of Linnen. To 
Strangers, as Engliſh and Germans, andto 
ſuch as had long Journeysto make, for- 
merly more was given, tho'not exceed- 
ing Eight Crowns ; but now hve is the 
fixx Allowance for all. The Prudence 
and Diſcretion of the Direfors is Re- 
markable in this , that fearing in ſuch 
Caſes to let looſe into the World fo ma- 
ny ravenous Wolves or wild Boars, they 
firſt Examine their Comrades and Chan: 
ber-felows about the Life and Converſa- 
tion of thaſe Men, which if found to be 
bad and uneaſy, it is then endcayoured 
by all means both fair and ſevere i» re- 
clain: 
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claim them before they can have leave 
to quit the Houſe , which none muſt 
pr ume to do without the Governor's 
eaveand Paſs, Seal'd with the Seal of the 
Houſe, under the penalty of being pro- 
ceeded againſt as a Deſerter. 

But ſuch as will, may alſo return to 
the King'sService for good and all, with- 
out any limitation of time , as ſome- 
times above a hundred doina Year; and 


if for a limited time they have leave , _ 


and yet fail to return againſt the time 
appointed, the Governor fails notto If- 
ſue out his Letter to the Commander or 
Commanders of ſuch Soldiers, requiring 
them or him to diſmiſs them home ; 
which Order is puntually compli'd with, 
without any further Trouble.
